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Law Prohibiting Carnivals F rom Exhibiting i in Idaho Is Amended 


GOOD FAIR YEAR INDICATED 


Restricted in 
Certain Ways 


Shows must operate under 
auspices and offer clean 
attractions, skill games 


Information has just reached 
The Billboard that the law pro- 
hibiting traveling carnival com- 
panies from exhibiting in Idaho 
has been amended and that shows 
of this nature are now perinitted 
to operate under reasonable re- 
strictions. New law provides that 
shows operate under auspices of 
fair associations or benevolent, 
fraternal or war organizations; that the 
attractions offered be clean and morual, 
and that only games of skill be carried. 

Section 4 of the act amending the old 
law reads as follows: “This act shall not 
be construed to apply to the operation 
of Merry-Go-Rounds, Ferris Wheels, 
Whips, Scenic Railways, Roller Coasters, 
games of skill, clean and moral side 
shows or other similar innocent forms of 
amusement and entertainment, nor to 
itinerant or traveling circuses, except 
that as to the latter it is made expressly 
applicable to all so-called side-show fea- 
tures thereof which are or may 
be indecent or immoral. Provided, that 
traveling carnival companies may be per- 
mitted to furnish such innocent forms 
of amusement and entertainment under 
the auspices and control of county fairs, 
or fair associations, or benevolent, fra- 
ternal or war veteran organizations.” 

It was at the recommendat:on of the 
Idaho State Fair Association that the 
act amending the old law was introduced 
in the legislature. 


Coney Bally Case 
Put Off to July 


CONEY ISLAND, N. Y., June 29.—The 
nine side-show operators served with 
summonses charging ballying in front of 
shows violating a city ordinance had their 
case adjourned by Magistrate Hughes in 
Coney Island court last Thursday until 
July 9, pending a decision by the 
corporation counsel to determine 
whether the resort’s “bally shows” can 
be included in the public exhibitions 
forbidden by the ordinance. 


Samuel Gumpertz, pioneer showman 
and president local Board of Trade, 
sought the aid of Police Captain Henry 
E. Kelly, who issued summonses early 
last month charging operators of bally 
shows with impeding street traffic. 

No injunction taken out. Ballying 
continues as usual.

Katy Lines Reduce Rates for 


Cireus, Carnival Movements 


ST. LOUIS. June 29.—Effective last 
week, the Missouri-Kansas-Texas Rail- 
road and Missouri-Kansas-Texas Railroad 
of Texas have reduced their rates for 
movement of circuses and carnivals to 
the scale prescribed during the old ad- 
ministration. This means a reduction in 
some instances of as much as 35 per 
cent, and a saving of from $50 to $300 


on each move, depending upon the dis- 
tance and number of cars. 

The Katy lines are the fourth in St. 
Louis to reduce their rates for show 
movements during the last year, the 
others being Frisco, Missouri-Pacific and 
Wabash railroads. 

The Katy lines serve approximately 
500 cities and towns in the Southwest.

Ormstown, Que., suburb of Mont- 
real, held its annual fair week of 
June 9, and the report from there is more 
than encouraging. This is the third 
largest exhibition in the province of 
Quebec and has always been the barome- 
ter of the eastern section of that coun- 
try.

Advance reports from »ther fairs in 
different localities are considerably en- 
couraging. A good many of these -fairs 
cre asking for additional suggestions from 
booking offices on added features for 
their attraction programs. In fact there 
is at least ome booking office that has 
had more inquiries along these lines at 
this time of the year than ever before. 

Probably the most encouraging sign 
comes from the South, where a few 
months ago this territory looked hope- 
less. Colonel H. B. Watkins, secretary 
Danville Pair, Danville, Va, says that 
crops are in line for a boom, also that 
more people are going to work and their

chanical music was to be installed on

A report had been received that Barnes 
would have “canned music” starting 
June 20. Word has come from Manager 
S. L. Cronin that no change in music 
arrangements had been made up to June 
26, and none is contemplated as far as 
he knows. He adds that show is mov- 
ing along in good shape, but that busi- 
ness in inter-mountain district is below 
previous seasons. Show gets usual big 
crowds on lot every night, but they do 
not seem to have the money to spend 
that they would like to have.

Dows Bid for Good-Will in, 


New “Play-or-Pay” Contract 


Apparently attempting to gain recognition by omitting 
“cancellation” and “‘first performance” clauses—experts 
note ambush for performer in new instrument 


NEW YORK, June 29.—An 
by the A. & B. Dow office to gain 


attempt is apparently being made 
recognition in the trade for square 


dealing by the issuance of a new contract containing a “play-or-pay” 
clause and other clauses more equitable than its old contract. The 
Dows had been adversely criticized by performers in recent seasons 


for clauses in their contract which 
permitted them to cancel an act 
after the first performance, and 
also making the contract null and 
void “for any good and sufficient 
reason.” New contract used by the Dows 
bas been in force, according to reliable 
sources, for about two weeks. License 
Commissioner Geraghty’s drive against 
naughty booking offices and agencies has 
been on for a month. While there have 
been plenty of reports it has never been 
ascertained definitely whether the Dow 
office is on the commissioner’s suspect 
list. 

The important changes in the Dows’ 
contract are in Clause 11. This formerly 
read: 

“Either party may cancel this agree- 
ment after the first performance without 
any liability whatsoever to the other ex- 
cept that if canceled by the manager he 
agrees to pay pro rata for the perform- 
ance rendered.” 

As amended, this clause now reads: 

“In the event of a breach of this agree- 
ment, by the manager or the artist, the 
offending party agrees to pay to the 
other es liquidated damages, without 
demand, an amount equal to the salary 
stated in Paragraph One hereof.” 

The Dows’ old contract included the 
following clause: 

“Tt is mutually agreed that in the 
event of this theater closing, discon- 
tinuing vaudeville or changing its policy, 
of any change in booking arrangements, 
or for any good and sufficient reason to 
aforesaid agent, this contract shall be 
null and void.” 

The corresponding clause (Number 10) 
in the new contract reads: 

“It is mutually agreed that in the 
event of this theater closing, discon- 


‘tinuing vaudeville or changing its policy, 


of any change in booking arrangements, 
this contract shall be null and void.” 


Experts consulted on the amended 
Clause 10 in the new Dows contract 
declare that the retention of the phrase, 
“of any change in booking arrange- 
ments,” makes the instrument still a 
dangerous one for the performer as re- 
gards interpretation in litigation. It has 
been advanced as 4 supposition that this 
might be interpreted as meaning that 
the Dows can nullify the contract merely 
by deciding that they want to use an act 
less for a particular date after the con- 
tract was made. 

It had been the practice of the Dows, 
according to sample contracts in The 
Billboard records, to cross out the offend- 
ing phrases in cases where acts they 
badly needed insisted upon this action 
being taken. The criss-crossing on @ 
typewriter, however, did not carry with 
it special signatures approving the 
changes. Which might have made the 
acts accountable for the stricken-out 
phrases anyway should the matter be 
brought to court. 


According to report, the Dows com- 
municated with the Joint Complaint 
Bureau of the VMA recently in an effort 
to get its approval on their new con- 
tract. They have not received a reply, 
according to the same source. Major J. O. 
Donovan, who handles arbitration mat- 
ters at the bureau for Pat Casey, denies, 
however, that he has received any com- 
munication from the Dows. He refused 
bluntly to discuss the Dows and their 
new contract.

Godfrey Back 
In Dual Role 


Returns to harness as com- 
bination attorney and 
manager——opens July 1 


NEW YORK, June 29.—The 
first intimation of George A. God- 
frey’s plans since he resigned 
from the RKO organization 14 
months ago was given today with 
the issuing of an announcement 
that he will open his own office in 
a virtually new field July 1. God- 
frey has associated himself with 
Henry A. Blumenthal, an attorney 
of many years’ standing, in the Salmon 
Tower Building, 11 West 42d street. Be- 
ginning the latter part of this week the 
former general booking manager of RKO, 
who is an attorney admitted to the bar 
of this State, will exclusively represent 
legally and theatrically a limited num- 
ber of big “names.” 

While Godfrey’s latest ven*ure, and the 
first on his own, has several active pre- 
cedents in the show business, this marks 
the first time that an individual with 
his wide and valuable experience in the 
business end of the theater has turned 
to a combination of law practice and 
personal representation. Quite a num- 
ber of “names” are now being handled 
mm every phase of their activity by prac- 
ticing attorneys. 

Godfrey could not be reached for a 
statement, but it is being assumed by 
those in the know that he will take ad- 
vantage of the offer made by Hiram S. 
Brown when he left the organization 
that he accept an RKO agency franchise. 
For a spell, bridging the gap between the 
time the Albee faction bowed out to Jo- 
seph P. Kennedy and the organization of 
RKO by Hiram 8. Brown, Godfrey was in 
the agency field as an associate of Ed- 
ward 8. Keller. He was called in to head 
the reorganized Sixth Floor by Brown 
following the exit of Edwin 8. Lauder Jr. 

Before beginning an association with 
the major circuit booking office that 
lasted 20 years, Godfrey was an attor- 
ney for the circuit under Maurice Good- 
man in the Keith-Proctor legal depart- 
ment. When leaving the organization 
14 months ago it had been rumored that 
Godfrey would tie up with the RKO legal 
department under B. B. Kahane, who has 
been known as a Godfrey booster for 
many years. This was denied by Brown 
at the time.

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Trunk Lines Association 
Turns Down League Plea 


Refuses to okeh reduction 


of railroad rates to pre-war 


scale—League will carry fight to Interstate Commerce 
Commission—Dr. Moskowitz sees victory ahead 


NEW YORK, June 27.—Trunk Lines Association of the rail- 


roads this week turned down plea 


of League of New York Theaters 


for reversion to old pre-war rates of railroad fares of touring com- 


panies. League, in campaign to 


bring back road, had sought re- 


ductions, presenting its case to representatives of TLA May 19. At 


the time it was argued that reduc- 
tions would substantially benefit 
railroads as well as theaters, thru 
bringing back huge volume of 
theatrical business to the roads. 
Past and present statistics were shown to 
prove contentions. 

Plea was accepted by C. N. Burt on 
behalf of Trunk Lines outfit, and was 
given to committee of passenger traffic 
offices for consideration, with decision 
promised in about a month. 

In denying request of League, Trunk 
Lines said that they appreciated situa- 
tion of theaters at present, but that in 
their opinion carriers are not warranted 
at this time in making any change in 
existing rates. Also implied that reduc- 
tions to theatrical troupes wou'd let 
them in for reductions of other sorts. 

In answer, Dr. Henry Moskowitz, ad- 
viser to the League, told the Trunk Lines 
that the League had gone to them, not 
because it believed that they had power 
to make changes desired, but because it 
wanted to extend them courtesy of first 
word, and allow them to line up with 
theaters on question of mutual benefit 
when League brought question to the 
Interstate Commerce Committee. 

Dr. Moskowitz told The Billboard that 
the attitude of the Trunk Lines would 
in no way affect the League's plan to 
bring the plea for reduced rates before 
the ICC. He is confident that the justice 
of the theater’s stand will win for it be- 
fore national body. “We will now carry 
the matter to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission,” he said, “and we will 
fight!” 

With a militant League fighting out 
the battles of the theatrical industry as 
a whole, there is more than an outside 
chance for a real comeback of legit.

MILWAUKEE, June 27.—The Davidson 
Theater, local legitimate house, has 
closed for the summer. It will reopen 
early in September under its present 
management, the B. F. Klein Corpora- 
tion, with J. A. Higler in charge. Ethel 
Barrymore, in a revival of Richard Sheri- 
dan’s A School for Scandal, has been 
engaged for the week of September 21. 
During the 1931-82 season the Davidson 
will be booked by Shubert and Klaw & 
Erlanger, according to Higler.

TPROA Warns Managers 
About Plays and Casts 


TPROA “S. O. S.” Committee, of which 
Wallece Munroe is president; Campbell 
Casad, chairman, and M. T. Middleton, 
secretary, last week sent out a letter 
warning theater, municipal, memorial 
and fraternal auditorium managers 
thruout the United States and Canada 
not to book any attraction until it has 
the TPROA official stamp of recognition 
—the guarantee of a certified play with 
a certified cast. 

“Already numbers of irresponsible per- 
sons are preparing to offer you for early 
booking unknown plays of unknown 
quality,” reads the letter, “with casts 
made up of unknown and mediocre play- 
ers, with the idea of securing the benefit 
of the publicity campaign we have so 
efficiently inaugurated. A few of these 
would undo all the good work that you 
have done toward establishing organized 
audiences. Even some of our best known 
producers have made the mistake of 
sending out "nworthy productions with 
inferior ving a stigma that 
has not yet cltiely been eradicated, at 
least in the minds of the local critics. 
Our object is to eliminate any further 
possibility of a repetition of past errors. 
We aim to establish the theater on a 
basis of modern business methods by 
sending you both plays and players that 
will permanently establish a paying 
clientele at your playhouse.”

as Nucleus of 


Drive To Bring Back ‘Flesh’ 


Showmen contend that contact with service clubs and 
chambers of commerce does not reach masses—stage 
unions not the menace they have been painted 


NEW YORK, June 29.—Certain showmen, well versed in vaude, 
are ridiculing the predominating optimism over vaude prospects 
next season on the theory that operators will be forced to turn to 
“flesh” to augment the insufficiency of talkies. Their contention is 
that operators will not burden themselves with additional expense 


unless they are forced to it by the 
public. These showmen contend 
that the natives of many “flesh- 
less” towns have sought its re- 
turn in the wrong way. Usual 
procedure is to appeal to the Chamber 
of Commerce or service clubs. They 
argue that the masses can only be 
reached thru the labor unions, which 
represent the bulk of population of 
most. communities. 

With stage unions interceding in 
vaude’s behalf and passing the word 
along to other labor outfits, the late crop 
of dopesters are positive that enough 
public interest would be aroused to com- 
pel straight picture operators to install 
“flesh.” They contend that the masses 
today are in direct sympathy with unem- 
ployment relief and that much interest 
would be displayed when there is an 
opportunity presented to help alleviate 
conditions. 

It is further stated by showmen that 
the claim that stage unions have 
hindered vaude is a fallacy which was 
started in circulation by operators. It 
is their belief that even if stagehands 
and musicians are overpaid the amount 
is not of such volume as to seriously 
affect profits. Operators have an easier 
time making money with straight picture 
policies, and are seldom willing because 
ef this factor to attempt combo pro- 
grams. 

Survey by the interested showmen 
takes in the info that since three years 
ago when vaude started on its decline 


over 100,000 people have suffered loss of © 


jobs. That takes in performers, stage- 
hands, musicians and house staffs. It 
is claimed that conditions would im- 
prove considerably: were theaters to re- 
instate “flesh” in its former capacity. 
Then, too, they revive the old argument 
about pictures not spending money 
whereas “fiesh” does. 

These showmen, who are in no way 
connected with labor groups, argue that 
if anything should be done to cut over- 
head that prices for films should be re- 
duced. Besides, they say that most oper- 
ators play pictures on a _ percentage 
basis, thus paying more ofttimes than 


what they ordinarily would have to. 


They plan to continue spreading their 
gospel in the hopes that labor unions 
will ballyhoo to members the necessity 
of a real return of “flesh.” It is felt that 
action from the masses will eventually 
force operators to see that way. 


Chris Egan Bows Out; 
James Now at Fordham 


NEW YORK, June 29.—Chris Egan, 
one of the oldest RKO managers from 
the standpoint of age and service, has 
dropped out as senior house exec. at the 
Fordham, Bronx.

NEW YORK, June 29.—Paul Savoy, 
mentioned two weeks ago as one of the 
targets in the License Department clean- 
up drive of the booking and agenting 
field, has voluntarily communicated with 
The Billboard. At the time of the filing 
of a complaint against him by the Sun- 
shine Sisters with License Commissioner 
James F. Geraghty Savoy could not be 
located. 

The unceremonious exit of the Sun- 
shine Sisters from the Palais D’Or (Chi- 
nese restaurant) after making a verbal 
agreement to appear a week was offered 
by Savoy as an explanation of his failure 
to pay them for three days’ work. What- 
ever special arrangement the sister team 
might Have made with the Samuels Mu- 
sical Bureau, which placed them with 
Savoy, about leaving at the end of three 
days, Savoy states he was ignorant of. 

It cost Savoy $100 to replace the team 
for the remainder of the week, according 
to his statement. This was the pro rata 
salary the girls declared is owing them 
for the three days. As a result of the 


alleged walkout of the Sunshine Sisters, 
Savoy claims he lost the restaurant as 
a booking date. 

License Department or no License De- 
partment, Savoy does not intend to pay 
the Sunshine Sisters a penny. He feels 
that he will be in a position to explain 
his attitude satisfactorily when called 
upon to do so in court or at a hearing. 
Savoy was on his honeymoon while he 
was being sought by the License Depart- 
ment and The Biilboard for his side of 
the salary complaint. 

Meanwhile, according to sources close 
to Commissioner James F. Geraghty, the 
License Department is continuing its 
clean-up drive of the booking field. In- 
teresting developments are expected to 
materialize by next week. The depart- 
ment’s inspectors are being impeded in 
their investigations by unwillingness of 
performers alleged to have been victim- 
ized by gyps to sign statements and fol- 
low this up by appearances in court or 
at License Department hearings against 
offices on the suspect list. 


Curtis Again 
Writes Brown 


Suggests July 4 usher in 
week of flag flying—RKO 
will exploit valuable tieup 


NEW YORK, June 29.—As 
had been anticipated, Vice-Presi- 
dent Charles Curtis has again 
written to President Hiram S&S. 
Brown of RKO suggesting that 
the observance of Independence 
Day be extended “into a fuli week 
of patriotic thanksgiving.” In his 
reply Brown stated that RKO 
“will enter into the proposal for a 
‘Patriotic Week’ celebration, as outlined 
by you, with the greatest possible energy 
and enthusiasm.” 

Accordingly, plans are going ahead to 
tie up RKO with the Curtis plan by 
ushering in the holiday week with a 
monster broadcast over the red network 
of NBC, originating from WEAF, Friday 
night, as detailed in last week’s issue of 
The Billboard. It is still uncertain 
whether President Hoover will take part 
in the program, broadcasting his talk 
from the White House. 

RKO’s public relations bureau, under 
the direction of Mark A. Luescher, is 
planning tieups with governors of vari- 
ous States, patriotic and civic societies 
and American Legion Posts to issue 
proclamations and resolutions indorsing 
the Curtis plan. 

, In referring to last year’s demonstra- 
tion, which was engineered by RKO, 
Vice-President Curtis in the letter writ- 
ten from Topeka, Kan., stated: 

“Your (Brown's) whole-hearted accept- 
ance of this suggestion and co-operation 
in the movement resulted in a tremen- 
dous demonstration of an entire week of 
flag flying and celebration thruout the 
nation. You of course are more familiar 
than I am with the extent of this, but 
my personal mail and newspaper reports 
convince me that the movement had a 
very salutary effect in widening and in- 
creasing public interest in this, the 
greatest of our national holidays and in 
stimulating patriotism.” 

Last year’s communication from Vice- 
President Curtis to Brown referred to 
“the, mobilization of the entire field of 
@musements.” It was then regarded in 
the trade as a feather in Brown’s cap 
that he should be singled out by the 
Vice-President as the contact point for 
the amusement industry in the scheme. 
Brown’s name was suggested to the 
Vice-President by Captain James J. 
Archibald, according to the letter, “on 
account of your leadership of one of the 
great purposes of the radio, motion pice 
ture and theatrical fields.”

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HIS is being wrivten at a time when 
nobody knows how the controversy 
raging between the Casey and Ches- 

terfield group over the administration of 
the NVA will turn out. We might have 
waited until it was made known what 
the learned lawyers agreed upon before 
commenting thereon, but for the pur- 
pose of what we have to say it does not 
make much difference. 

About three weeks ago we expressed 
our policy in these pages on the NVA 
controversy. This might be summed up 
in the words, quoted from the boxed edi- 
torial: “We are not interested in the NVA 
as a social organization.” Nothing that 
has occurred since the writing of that 
piece has swerved us from our stand. 
But in the stenchy crossfire that has 
been going on since Chesterfield grabbed 
a sword and hoisted the flag to defend 
the fort on 46th street, there have been 
unhealthful insinuations and undercur- 
rents of talk that great scandals will be 
dug up if the controversy is permitted 
to go on without the crushing effect of 
arbitration. 

It is this feature of the odoriferous 
affair that we are concerned with ‘solely 
at this time. If Pat Casey and his crowd 
have the guts and a free conscience to 
aid them, they should not permit the 
arbitrating to go any further. Even if 
the matter is finally straightened out 
without a real investigation, there wili 
remain the undercurrent of whispering 
labeling the Caseyites as grafters, corrupt 
politicians and other forms of humanity 
that are not included as themes in bed- 
time stories. The heads of the five cir- 
cuits involved in the administration of 
the NVA and VMA are unwillingly drawn 
into the talk, because Casey has been 
acting for them all along. 

Personally we do not believe the stories 
that are being circulated by Chester- 
field's sympathizers about Casey and his 
outfit at 1600 Broadway. Not because we 
regard Casey as a 1931 model of Abraham 
Lincoln; rather because anybody with a 
grain of common sense in his skull 
should know that the five circuit heads 
are not so gullible that they can be taken 
in like a flock of innocent lambs. The 
talking must be stopped for the good of 
show business. And the best way to stop 
it would be for Casey to ask for a show- 
down. To demand a showdown per- 
sistently—and to keep on demanding it 
until it is brought about, 

The loose talk going around about 
financial irregularities in the stewardship 
of NVA funds is aimed at a vitally im- 
portant feature of the vaudeville end of 
the business. If there have been irregu- 
larities the circuit heads should know 
about it. If the talk is unfounded it is 
also important that they be convinced 
of that, too. 


ILL Publix theater operators always 

be hopped up? Or will they wake 

up one of these days and save their 
necks by giving vaudeville the recognition 
it deserves? With the biggest circuit on 
the map at their disposal and with thea- 
ters included that are ideally suited for 
real vaudeville shows, Publix nurses itselt 
along on substitutes that can never com- 
pare with the real thing. RKO is on the 
eve of what we look forward to as its 
best season. RKO has been taught by 
Old Man Experience what vaudeville 
means. It is making use of this experi- 
ence accordingly. A wise man profits by 
the mistakes and achievements of others. 
It is high time that Publix took the cue 
from its more progressive colleague in 
the theater field. Better times in show 
business and bigger dividends for Publix 
stockholders are hanging on that cir- 
cuit’s next move in the vaudeville market, 
It is a proposition of a rally around the 
vaudeville colors or unother dull season. 
Some of these little squibs have awakened 
others. We hope it works for Publix.

a fact which was widely heralded in the 
trade papers, the Colored Vaudeville 
Benevolent Association, a representative 
Negro group, wrote Hiram S. Brown and 
offered the circuit all possible aid in 
separating the chaff from the wheat. 
Following this intervention of the CVBA, 
RKO’s difficulties with sepian artists 
rarely came into public light. 

Phil Bloom, Fanchon & Marco’s book- 
ing manager, took the near-ban step 
only after a series of annoyances that 
culminated on Saturday, May 20, when 
Bud Harris (Harris and Van) walked into 
the booking office when he should have 
been filling a one-day Fox engagenient in 
Newark, N. Y., at the time. This, fol- 
lowing on the heels of numerous other 
disappointments and frequent trouble 
with colored artists, caused Bloom to 
state that he would henceforth book as 
few acts of that race as possible. 

Bloom's stand is almost exactly that 
taken by RKO last year, with that cir- 
cuit probably still feeling the same way 
under the surface. When approached 
on this latest outbreak, Charles J. 
Freeman, booking manager, stated 
frankly that there has been little trouble 
of late with sepian artists except the 
one team the circuit has under contract 
for another year. He said, if it were 
possible to break the binder the team 
holds, he would ban them from the 
circuit just as he has thrown out other 
white 
trouble. 

Freeman and Bloom are in accord on 
how to treat a troublesome actor, white 
or black. And their medicine is the 
galling dose of “no dates.” 

Of the three major circuits with the 
most vaude playing time, Loew is the 
only one which denies having had any 
difficulties with colored acts. 

RKO, after six weeks of thought, has 
decided to play Adelaide Hall, colored 
“name” warbler, over the intact route. 
This will be a rare occurrence, due 
mainly to the necessity of replacing a 
sepian act in the Southern towns on the 
tour.

Grabbed Act 


Ameta alleges he~ “mirror 
dance” idea was used in 
Paramount stage show 


NEW YORK, Jure 27.— 
Ameta, “The Mirror Dancer,” 
who has played all over the world 
and for many years with her nov- 
elty act exploiting an optical illu- 
sion, has filed a complaint with 
the Joint Complaint Bureau 
against David Solti, of the Wirth 
& Hamid office, and Publix for al- 


leged conspiracy in stealing her 
idea for the presentation, Shakin’ the 
Blues, in which Gilda Gray appeared at 
the Paramount the week of June 6. 
Ameta’s complaint does not state ex- 
plicitly what damage has been done or 
what adjustment she would like made. 

Joint Complaint Bureau has com- 
municatcd with Nat Kalcheim, of Publix, 
and an answer will be forthcoming from 
this source next week. 

Ameta’s story is that Solti had been 
trying to sell her act to Publix as the 
basis of a presentation. Several weeks 
before Gilda Gray appeared at the Para- 
mount in what The Billboard reviewer 
described as a shimmy “against a back- 
ground of mirrors,” Ameta met a man 
whose name she remembers as “Guerfein” 
in the Wirth & Hamid office. Solti had 
her explain the mirror act and effects to 
this person. She alleges he appeared ex- 
tremely interested in the mirror effect. 
This was the last she heard from Solti 
and the other party. When she read in 
The Billboard that Giida Gray had ap- 
peared at the Paramount against a back- 
ground of mirrors and in “silvery shim- 
mering costume,” Ameta called upon 
Solti and demanded an explanation. She 
Was highly incensed at what she con- 
sidered the injustice of it all, and before 
Solti could explain, according to her own 
admission, she battered him all over the 
place with a rolled-up copy of The Bill- 
board. She later filed her complaint 
with the Pat Casey office. 

Investigation of the case by The Bill- 
board revealed that the Gilda Gray 
presentation had been produced by Harry 
Gourfain. According to Leo Grund, of 
the Wirth & Hamid office (Solti not be- 
ing available), he was present at the 
time Amecta met a Publix man there. 
Grund stated, however, that Gourfain 
was not the man Ameta had spoken to, 
but Charles Schmertz, “who is assistant 
to somebody in Publix’s production de- 
partment.” According to Grund, Solti is 
just as much at a loss to account for 
Gilda Gray’s use of the mirror illusion 
as Ameta. His interest in the matter 
ceased when he determined that Publix 
did not want Ameta as an attraction. 

At the Joint Complaint Bureau it was 
explained that in order to prove her case 
Ameta will have to show that the mirror 
idea is her exclusive property and that 
Publix grabbed it without authorization. 
The case may come up for a hearing next 
week. 

According to those well versed in arbi- 
tration of vaudeville disputes, de luxe 
producers often incorporate ideas from 
vaudeville acts into’ their presentations. 
Usually the interpretation of the idea is 
rather liberal, making it difficult to 
prosecute or derive satisfaction from ar- 
bitration. In Ameta’s case it was sug- 
gested that Publix’s use of the mirror 
effect might have been a coincideiice. 
Altho Ameta is known internationally as 
“The Mirror Dancer,” there have been 
others before her who have used refiect- 
ing surfaces for illusionary effects in 
dances.

Dailies Give Warner 
Stunt W.-K, Finger 


NEW YORK, June 27.—Warner 
home office is burning up plenty 
over the flopping of a stunt to plug 
the new film, “Smart Money.”

NEW YORK, June 27.—Victor Hyde 
severed his relations with the Loew Cir- 
cuit last night after 18 months in the 
production department under Louis K. 
Sidney. Before joining the production 
department he free-lanced for the cir- 
cuit for about eight years, majoring in 
the staging of amateur shows. 

He has set out on his own on a plan 
that he has had for some time. An 
application for a charter of incorporation 
has been made for an organization to 
be known as Industrial Follies, Inc. This 
outfit will go after big commercial com- 
panies to stage amateur shows among 
its employees, and in general to pro- 
mote social activities. 

Backer of Hyde’s new venture is said 
to be Lew H. Morris, Wall Street broker, 
a brother of Vic Morris, manager of the 
Orpheum, Boston. Terry Turner, former 
Loew publicity head, will be associated 
with Hyde in the publicity end. The 
organization is expected to be whipped 
into shape late in August, and up until 
that time Hyde will represent acts. 

Hyde started in the production depart- 
ment by putting out vaude units which 
took to the road on the average of one 
every four weeks. When this was cut 
out he helped with de luxe units, and 
recently was put in charge of Loew 
auditions.

At the re- 
quest of Eli M. Orowitz, head of 
the vaude exploitation bureau, 
Miss Hackett will turn out two 
costume plates weekly for repro- 
duction in dailies. The plates will 
be done in black and white and will be 
based on costume ideas suggested by 


habiliment actually worn in the long-

Orowitz has been attempting to line 
up the idea for some weeks. Miss Hackett 
had been unable to comply with the 
request up to now because she was be- 
hind schedule in her embellishing. Now 
that the system inaugurated by her for 
fixing up acts in staging, costumes and 
lighting is working smoothly she will be 
able tc apply herself to the new task. 


Fashion editors from all over the 
country, according to report, have been 
writing in for costume plates. Miss 
Hackett is an expert at this branch of 
design. During the many seasons that 
she headed her own act in vaude she 
frequently contributed plates to dailies 
en route. As before, the plates she will 
make for the exploitation bureau will 
carry her signature. Two will be made 
for each intact. ; 


The first set will be based on the in- 
tact starting on the Madison-Kenmore 
break-ins in two weeks. Plates will be 
made into one and two-column mats 
and sent on ahead of the units.

Davenport Takes Show Biz 


For Ride in Coney “Revue” 


NEW YORK, June 2°.—Jimmy Daven-. 


port, out Coney Island way, puts show 
business on a merry-go-round and lets 
it ride. You can’t blame him if the 
finished product is somewhat dizzy. In 
the midst of America’s largest outdoor 
amusement community this Davenport 
fellow serves red-hot jazz, a smack of 
vaude and touches of burlesque thru the 
medium of a store show. His hard-work- 
ing performers give them a free show on 
the street, but the amusement-seekers 
falling for the bally pay handsomely on 
the inside. 

Davenport set the Coney Island boys 
talking plenty last season when he put 
on a blackamoor store revue, Black Birds, 
at his Surf avenue place. This season 
it’s white talent with red-hot music 
supplied by five ebonized tooters. The 
name of the outfit is Broadway Ram- 
blers and they give about 12 shows 
weekdays and 15 shows week-ends and 
holidays. The grind is tough, but not 
quite as bad as it looks on paper. The 
show Davenport serves for the price of 
10 cents, “two nickels, ten pennies,” runs 
about 12 minutes and the blowoff cooch- 
ing, grinding and bumping averages 10 


minutes." Davenport’s boys collect 25 
cents a head for the blowoff. 

Davenport’s 10-cent theater is about 
as large as the Palace lobby. Patrons 
stand and when the 12-foot front cur- 
tain parts they surge closer to the stage 
to get a better look. Five girlies work 
in line for the briefest part of a mo- 
ment. This is the grand opening. While 
the hand is playing for a bally they are 
supplying music for the show. The five 
jazzists remain on their platform framed 
in the entrance arch and close to the 
building line. 

Mickey O'Toole was the straight, juve- 
nile and leading man in the show caught. 
He does all the street ballys, flanked by 
most of the girls. Then he jumps back 
to steer the show. That stage is about 
as large (certainly not larger) as what 
you would expect to find in the enter- 
tainment hall of a-summer camp. A 
six-footer’s finger tips would touch the 
ceiling if he did any gesticulating. 
Mickey is of average size and safe. 

After the ladies of the ensemble do 
their opening Mickey does about two 
minutes of crossfire with one of the 
girls.

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New Palace, Chicago 
(Reviewed Saturday Afternoon, Jure 27) 


With the Paulist Choir booked and 
heavily exploited, it was expected the 
Palace would open to a packed house, 
but a scorching hot day kept the attend- 
ance down, altho the Palace has a fine 
cooling system—perhaps just a bit too 
cool. There were several hundred empty 
seats at the opening show. Bill is an 
excellent one. The choir scored nicely, 
but it is entirely out of place on a vaude- 
ville bill and can be regarded only as a 
freak booking. Doubtless will prove a 
draw if the weather moderates. 

Bill off to a good start with Joe Her- 
bert and his Personalities in a fast song, 
dance and cemedy session. Herbert him- 
self is good as the average at the m, c. 
biz. His four girls, Mary Sawyer, Lillian 
Gordon, Ruthie Hamilton and Edna May, 
and young Dave Steiner all have more 
than average talent, and the act goes 
over very nicely. 

It’s a long time since Palace audiences 
have seen such a novel and altogether 
enjoyable dance act as that presented by 
Lee, Lee, Lee and Lee, or a dancing act 
that stoutly refrained from becoming 
vocal. These boys, three in straight at- 
tire and one in comedy makeup, know 
comedy values and the pantomimic art, 
and cash in strong on them. A delightful 
comedy turn with plenty of hoke deftly 
dispensed, and it wowed ’em aplenty. 

Clifford and Marion are back—and 
when the anaemic-appearing Marie Marion 
comes on the scene it’s the signal for 
gusts of laughter. It’s difficult to imagine 
a funnier sight than this perfect dumb- 
bell type, and she bats out a line of 
funny cracks that keep the audience 
roaring. Nelson B. Marion does an ex- 
cellent straight. His one vocal number, 
Oh, Was I Surprised?, is not so hot. Miss 
Marion closes with Irish Eyes to a tre- 
mendous hand. Act came close to a 
show-stop. 

Closing the bill, the Paulist Choir, 
made up of some 50 or more boys, under 
the direction of Father O’Malley, offer a 
program consisting for the most part of 
hymns, but relieved by two secular num- 
bers, Old Black Joe and Suuanee River. 
Special back drop gives the choir a 
cathedral setting. Boys have excellent 
voices and are well trained. As previous- 
ly noted, the choir seems entirely out of 
place on a vaudeville bill, but is was very 
well received. It was interesting to note 
the audience’s response to the various 
offerings. At the conclusion’ of each 
hymn the applause came invariably from 
the same sources, giving impression of a 
well-organized volunteer claque. When Old 
Black Joe and Swanee River were sung 
the applause was geferal. As a novelty, 
and for the Palace, the booking of the 
Paulist Choir probably was a wise move, 
but it is doubtful if the choir would have 
a sufficient general appeal to warrant 
playing other houses.

The Palace, New York

Even with everybody on the Sixth Floor helping Arthur Willi in his lining 
up cf this show, it misses by a long shot. It pulls Willi’s batting average way 
down and serves as a striking example of how tough it is to keep the showcase 
supplied with punchy bills if one makes up his mind that some of the old re- 
liables cannet be depended upon any longer. Dennis King is here on his debut 
at $4,500, booked direct thru William Morris. King made the grade easily, but 
was overpaid by a wide margin. A late booking, too, which again proves that 
RKO is looking the wrong way. The other topliners are Ann Seymour and Jans 
and Whalen. Miss Seymour has improved loads, but is still an uncertain factor 
as a Palace feature. Jans and WhMen saved the show in the next-to-closing 
frame. This alone should merit a holdover for them. Business shot full of holes 
and about the warst we have witnessed on a Saturday afternoon since Broadway 
strollers cast off their topcoats. 

RUIZ AND BONITA proved deceiving as heralds of what is to come. The 
excellence of their flash gave the follow-up the semblance of an anti-climax. 
Corking routines are delivered by the Latin team and the pace is maintained by 
a pair of hot girl dancers, Sultana and Vivera, evidently sisters. Marie Patri ac- 
companies at the grand and also warbles. Ruiz and Bonita have new numbers 
that are gorgeously dressed and smartly staged. The bull-fighting number sent 
the act off to a swell hand, . 

BOYD SENTER'’S act is pleasing, but devoid of real socks, the one-man band 
dea being an overplugged one by this time. He plays six instruments and dis- 
plays mastery of all and a great tone sense. Running order of his samples of 
versatility. however, is not conducive to the best results. His pianist, Jack Russell, 
proves a valuable item in acccmpaniment and as a sidekick in two novelty selec- 
tions. Senter was never in danger of flopping. 

FRITZ AND JEAN HUBERT have not been resting on their laurels since they 
made a sensational debut here more than a year ago. Their knockabout drunk panto 
is almost identical, but not a whit less sensational. Besides, they have a new 
opening, consisting of panto in silhouette, which gives their sock antics a fitting 
sendoff. The pair waited patiently until the prolonged bows applause abated be- 
fore Fritz mede his short curtain spiel. 

CHARLES (SLIM) TIMBLIN gave them the first dose of gab in the fourth 
frame and was very generous in his contribution. He ahd Billy Raymond started 
off the familiar crossfire, and then Raymond was left on his own for a wait- 
filling interlude of wartling and freak uke playing. The meat of Timblin’s act, 
his Negro preacher bit, got a load of laughs. The punch in Timblin’s brand of 
comedy was carried over into the marriage ceremony bit, wherein Val Russell lends 
her invaluable presence. The cork-smeared trio went off to a good hand, 

DENNIS KING walked on as if he were on his way to buy a cigar and was 
greeted with deafening applause. Started in on a chatter spree, explaining his 
late booking, and then into a cycle of numbers that were ill-chosen for the Palace. 
He clowned over several sour notes, which indicated superb showmanship. Even 
at that, the star of the hardy stage and screen Vagabond King has a lot to learn 
about vaudeville technic. He stopped the show at bows, and responded with Song 
of the Vagabonds. This also brought a show-stop. 

ANN SEYMOUR opened intermission after the Palace audience was treated 
to a load of unlooked-for laughs in the Pathe newsreel. A clip was shown of a 
Necro preacher exhorting at a river baptism, and he was a deadringer for “Slim” 
Timblin in every way. Miss Seymour has mostly new material of the spicy kind, 
similar to Planche Merrill’s. Despite the boldness of her lyrics, Miss Seymour 
is still a quiet, pleasing artist, and rather out of step with the present-day crop 
of vaudeville topliners. Harry Seymour helps along in two bits, both winding up 
with the tandem incident, remembered from their association with Henry Santrey. 
Jack Frost is the accompanist. 

HARRY JANS AND HAROLD WHALEN saved the Palace belly-laugh tradition. 
They knocked them dead from the start, thanks to the smart little trick of bring- 
ing out a gorgeous looker, Helene Grant. Miss Grant did grinding and a certain 
degree of bumping as she wove bars of St. James Infirmary Blues into a line of 
clowning carried on by the male team. As an individual, this girl is the stand- 
out of the show. Left on their own, Jans and Whalen did a welcome repeat of 
their ‘nimitable joshing, Jans doing the warbles as Whalen stepped like many 
would like to in vaudeville today. The trio walked off to a deafening hand and 
the boys came back for a pleasing little bit with Miss Seymour. This was the 
only attempt at doctoring in the show. 

BUSTER SHAVER AND HIS TINY TOWN REVUE had to take the brunt of 
it in the closing spot. Shaver’s six midgets are naturals for cuteness and talented. 
They pleased en route and wound up with swell returns. This act belongs in the 
Palace any week in the year, but not in the closing spot.

Ray Sax is a versatile musician, play- 
ing several instruments, and hoofs and 
warbles in addition. Works fast thru a 
short act, allowing no letdown or 
stalling. Went over nicely. 

Perry Twins and Eslyn Taris, two boys 
and a girl, follow with their strairht and 
comedy stepping routines. Bowery num- 
ber is their best bet, the rest being mild. 
Act has possibilities. 

McKay and Ardine head a well-paced 
mixture of comedy and dancing. Comedy 
is light and wisely subordinated to the 
punchy specialties by Miss Geraldine, 
Bobbie James and the St. Claire Twins. 
Fared okeh. P 


Roy Rogers came on to a light reccp- 
tion, but found the laugh-getting tough. 
As an intoxicated gent, he does some re- 
markable acrobatics, especially trick 
falls. Comedy is original and clever. 
Failed to click, however. 

Adelaide Hall took a long time to 
warm up, but when she finally did she 
had them on her side and had to encore 
three times. She is a sweet warbler 
and has oodles of personality. Her low 
voice was a handicap in the Hipp’s vast 
spaces, but she adjusted it after the 
opening numbers. 

Vic Oliver, assisted by a cute girl, went 
over in a big way. He has showman- 
ship and sells his comedy for more than 
it is worth. Gags are cleverly handled 
and intersperse musical numbers by 
Oliver and the girl. Landed a steady 
run of laughs and went off to a heavy 
nand. 

Young China closed and made a mild 
impression. Sets are colorful, but stunts 
are conventional. Routine includes 
plate spinning, balancing, contortion 
and tap dancing. Five boys and a girl, 
all youngsters, compose the cast.

Jack and Betty Cavanaugh offer wide 
variety of stunts, including roping, whip 
cracking, knife throwing, hoofing and 
warbling. Boy handles bulk of work, 
with girl giving fair support. Entertain- 
ing routines. 

Hope -Vernon deuced and rolled up a 
hit after a slow start. Has good appear- 
ance, clear and sweet voice and easy de- 
livery. Warbles pop medleys and semi- 
classics, and uses a violin imitation for 
a punchy close. 

Jarvis and Harrison are good for steady 
laughs with their well-staged skit. Com- 
edy material is weak, but showmanly. 
delivery means everything. Sonny, Jar- 
vis steps out for hoofing solos and also 
helps ma and pa in comedy. 

John Irving Fisher scored with his 
clowning and intimate gagging. Brings 
on the inevitable stooge, also a mild girl 
song-and-dancer. Act is far too long and 
needs more speed. Fisher’s personality 
saves it, as there is very little genuine 
entertainment in it. 

Truce and Borae Trio followed and 
pleased with their colorful flash. Trio 
harmonize and do mild adagio dancing, 
while a mixed duo are strong at hoofing. 
Effective lighting and sets help a great 
deal.

Owen McGiveney 

Reviewed at the Coliseum. Style— 
Protean sketch. Setting—In one and 
full stage (special). Time — Sixteen 
minutes. 

Owen McGiveney, recognized as one of 
the best of protean artists, and certainly 
the best known in vaude, is doing a new 
act for the first time in 18 years. Bill 
Sikes, with which he started on the stage 
in England, has been scrapped, but there 
is no loss. His present vehicle is fully 
as strong as the one he corralled from 
Dickens’ novel and contains more socks. 
Formerly McGiveney portrayed five char- 
acters. Now he is doing four. 

This vehicle entails the unraveling of 
a four-people murder mystery in Eng- 
land, which is first partially explained 
by the flashing of a London newspaper 
clipping on the screen. The characters 
are a maid, butler, escaped convict and 
the head of the house, a lord. McGive- 
ney portrays exactly how the killing of 
four persons came about, and this neces- 
sitates some lightning changes as well 
as a diversity of character portrayal as 
fulsome as was the case in Bill Sikes. 
An excellent living-room set is used. 

Act has its chfils thru the grewsome- 
ness of .two of the four characters, the 
hunchbacked butler and the broken- 
nosed convict. The thrills come in via 
extensive shooting and knife throwing. 


On most bills during the time McGive- 
new did Bill Sikes William and Joe 
Mandel burlesqued the act later as an 
afterpiece. Something similar was done 
here by Harry Anger (Anger and Fair) 
and his unbilled stooge. This arrange- 
ment will probably continue for its 
comedy value. 
McGiveney in this new act is as good 
for vaude as he was with the old.

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Herk Will Issue Franchises; 


Might Start With 30 Houses 


Theater and production meeiings scheduled beginning 
next week—franchise holders will work on guarantee 
and percentage—more changes in houses than towns 


NEW YORK, June 29.—I. H. Herk’s new outfit, the New Co- 
lumbia Burlesque Circuit, will launch its first season with about 30 
theaters, it has been ascertained from authentic sources. Herk is still 
silent about his plans to everybody with the exception of his close 
associates, but it has also been learned that the practice of issuing 


producers’ franchises will be re- 
vived during the 1931-32 season 
for the first time in two years. 
The early part of this week will 


be devoted by Herk to the work- 
ing out of territories. This is conceded 
to be the hardest part of the organizing 
job. UHerk will be particularly careful 
this time because, as one of his associates 
expressed it, he does not want to err in 
laying out the itinerary. The bloomer 
season that recently came to a close 
taught the Herk outfit many valuable 
things about the ‘'end of burlesque, 
particularly in the East. The New Co- 
lumbia will have fewer houses to start 
with than Mutual had at the opening of

last“®ason, but Herk is said tu feel con- 


fident that there avill be no deadwood. 


Last season’s lineup of houses totaled 
41 before the first show was sent out. 

While it is yet too early to count on 
any towns definitely for the New Colum. 
bia route, the guess has been hazarded 
by insiders that most of last season's 
towns will again be found in Herk’s 
columns. But there will be a material 
number of changes in theater locations. 
Right now Herk has before him a 
formidable list of houses requesting 
operating franchises. Also up for con- 
sideration by the czar of burlesque is a 
list of producers who are franchise 
prospects. His task for the next two 
weeks will be to make first his choice of 
houses and then formulate a producers’ 
roster. 

New Columbia producers, all operatiug 
under a new form of franchise, will be 
given a guarantee from the theater oper- 
ators and an unstated percentage. Herk 
may put out several of h's own shows, as 
will certain of his associates in the New 
Columbia directorate. It is now declared 
‘definitely that Billy Minsky and Joe 
Weinstock will not have a hand in the 
operation of the circuit, altho it is not 
improbable that their houses around here 
will use circuit shows during the regular 
season. 

The New Columbia office is quieter 
than a cemetery right now, but there 
should be plenty of physical activity 
beginning next Monday when Herk starts 
holding his theater and booking mect- 
ings. Ike Weber and his booking office 
staff, it has been announced officially, 
will continue to operate from the new 
offices, but strictly on their own, the 
location being decided upon as a con- 
venience to New Columbia and its pro- 
ducers. 

This Wednesday Herk, Emmett J. Cal- 
lahan, his aide-de-camp, and Fred Block, 
one of the o!d directorial standbys, will 
leave for Cleveland to be present Priday 
at the Schmeling-Stribling heavyweight 
bout. The circuit's destinies will hang 
fire until Herk returns from the fistic 
jaunt.

Stock Review

Brooklyn, Brooklyn 
(Reviewed Monday Evening, June 22 

This marks the 36th week of this 
house (formerly Werba’s) in burly stock. 
They had a thoro shakeup in cast here 
June 13, with Eddie (Nut) Kaplan and 
his staff exiting as an economy measure. 
Business comparatively off at this show, 
but it looks as if Katz & Shaw might 
carry on about two weeks more before 
closing shop in preparation for the fall 
season. Compared with the kind of 
shows Kaplan had been putting on here, 
this one shows clearly where the savings 
were made. Comedy is tolerable, but 
the weakest feature of the bill. They've 
got the grandest collection of line girls 
(14) here that we have seen in burly 
in many a day. And aces high on strip 
women, too. Book is weak and can be 
accounted for by poor blending of comics 
and co-op. system of bit staging. “Rags” 
Ragland, Johnny Crosby and Lew Lewis 
are credited with putting on the book. 
Which probably means that they went 
into a huddle on the best bits they 
could spare from their common-property 
repertoires and let it go at that. 

Show is keyed to a speedy pitch, but 
loses out thru punchless punch lines in 
blackouts. If there were a single pro- 
ducing boss with full authority this 
might have been easily avoided. Rag- 
land’s comic eccentricities are excellent. 
He is one of the cleverest in this line 
around here, but hampered here by a 
weak book. Crosby’s wop comedy is 
always a strong item, and here he aug- 
ments it with sobby warbling that 
claimed the only show-stop of the eve- 
ning. The Lewis fellow is a rotund 
Dutch who jumps in and out of char- 
acter to suit his mood. He works hard and 
almost always effectively. Lew LeRoy is 
the juve., and Charlie Schultz plays 
straight. Both boys are corkers. 

The near-by Star was raided several 
weeks ago. This has’ had some effect 
on the doings at the Brooklyn. Not a 
single strip woman strips down, and 
there are no nudes in the posing scene. 
Dialog is very broad, however, but 
enough covering up in anti-climactic 
double-entendre to make the coppers 
lay off. 

Police can’t arrest a principal for 
spitting in another’s face, or even for 
spitting on the floor. Few burly stocks 
around here manage to steer clear of 
this business. The Brooklyn is no ex- 
ception. It’s about time some manager 
got wise and put up the bars against 
this. It is about as revolting as any- 
thing can be on the stage without 
touching sex stuff. 


All of the lady principals here strip, 
which takes in the prim., Babe Abbott. 
The blondish person is a swell talking 
woman and good on the runway. Others 
are Virginia Jones, whose flashy aspect 
gets her a hand at entrance; Marion 
Wakefield, brunet with looks and an 
intriguing form; Margie Yetman, with 
looks and swell pipes, and Curls Mason, 
also all there. 

That chorus is hand picked and most 
of them young. Cleo Douglas put on 
their numbers, we are told. Cleo did a 
neat little job. In the average stock 
house the line is a necessary evil to 
bridge strips and scenes. Here it is one 
of the highlights of a show that could 
be better and a whole lot worse. 


Katz & Shaw are in a swell spot 
here and fall into a better,break in class 
patronage than any stock house around 
here. The night caught about 100 hefty 
matrons invaded the house under the 
guise of a charity theater party. Their 
giggles and hee-haws made the work of 
the comics a pleasure. Sprinkling of 
women, coupled and in parties, all over 
the house. They should make this house 
a steady proposition if handled right.

For Star’s Cast 


NEW YORK, June 27.—The thrice- 
postponed case against performers and 
operators of the Star, Brooklyn, for put- 
ting on an allegedly indecent perform- 
ance June 3 has resulted thus far in a 
partial victory for the defendants. Yes- 
terday Magistrate George M. Curtis Jr., 
in the Adams Street Court, Brooklyn, 
reserved decision and asked attorneys to 
submit briefs by August 15. Magistrate 
Curtis’ final decision will rest on a 
question of law. 

The Post Amendment to the Wales 
Law, which will go into effect September 
1, excludes all performers from prosecu- 
tion in indecent performance cases. It 
was indicated that performers at the 
Star at the time of the police raid June 
3 might be given the benefit of 
doubt, since the spirit behind the Post 
Amendment was already in force at that 
time.

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MPA Pays Up Equity Claims; 
Avoids Ending of Agreement

Outside managers contribute to eight grand check— 
rumors of MPA collapse, and absorption by League of 
New York Theaters—Equity considers case now closed 


NEW YORK, June 27.—Yesterday the Managers’ Protective 
Association paid to Equity the eight grand awarded to actors’ or- 
ganization in arbitration of Fields-“Ballyhoo” case, and so pre- 
vented any possible abrogation of MPA-Equity basic agreement. 
Case turned on claims owed by Arthur Hammerstein, producer of 


“Ballyhoo,” to W. C. Fields, 
starred comedian. Producer de- 
faulted on claims, and, according 
to basic agreement, MPA had to 
assume debt. Managers argued 
that, since show went co-op before clos- 
ing, Fields was not entitled to dough, 
and forced arbitration. Equity, feeling 
that basic agreement-was no good to it 
if managers failed to live up to pro- 
visions, argued that forced arbitration 
constituted breach of agreement, and 
sought right to abrogate. 


Arbitrators—Martin W, Littleton, for 
Equity; Dr. Henry Moskowitz, for man- 
agers, and, Charles C. Burlingham, com- 
promise candidate — handed down de- 
cision June 17 after protracted debates. 
Decided unanimously that managers 
owed claims, said that basic agreement 
still held, but that if managers failed 
to pay eight grand in 10 days Equity 
had right to call everything off. Basic 
agreement exempts members of MPA 
from posting bond, allows 20 per cent 
non-Equity casts, provides that no 
minimum wage be set, and hands out 
other advantages. ; 


Managers came under wire with dough 
with just one day to spare. At meeting 
Tuesday there was much objection to 
being saddled with assessments, and 
managers not in MPA were asked to aid. 
When final sum was handed over to 
Equity yesterday, there were included in 
it contributions from various outside 
managers. Reason given by outsiders was 
that the existence of long-term time 
agreement in industry is stabilizing in- 
fluence which industry needs. 


It is to be suspected, however, that 
move came because abrogation of MPA 
would leave Equity with absolutely free 


hand to do whatever it wanted. There 


is absolutely no indication that Equity 
would take any advantage of such situa. 
tion—there are plenty indications that it 
wouldn’t—but none the less, managers 
seemed to be afraid to risk it. With 
MPA basic agreement out, bars would be 
down on minimum wage, on exemption 
from bond posting and various other 
matters. Other managers beside MPA 
group are now exempt from bond. Also, 
rule against minimum wage for MPA 
members affects theater at large, because 
anything else would be discrimination.

Television 
Here Soon 


Equity expected to act on 
broadcasts soon — short 
wave lengths tamed 


NEW YORK, June 27.—De- 
velopments at recent Institute of 
Radio Engineers’ convention in 
Chicago brought home fact that 
television may be here even sooner 
than commonly expected. Re- 
search and experiments with ul- 
tra - short waves, which are 
medium which is expected to 
bring television to the homes, has 
progressed rapidly, and heretofore balky 
waves of short lengths are rapidly being 
made to behave. 

These bring television Many steps 
nearer to the living rooms, but tacy 
change general conception of  tele- 
broadcasting. With ultra-short rays, 
images could be projected not much 
further than 25 miles, which would 
mean that long-distance tune-ins would 
be impossible. Each district would have 
to have its own television stations to 
send out programs. 

This might be benefit thru fact that 
it allows greater play to stations, outfits 
being able to operate on same wave- 
lengths at comparatively short distances 
from each other. It also means that 
when television comes into general use 
there will be many more actors em- 
ployed in it than was even first thought 
of. With at least one and perhaps many 
television stations in each 25-mile radius, 
the number of performers to be used 
eventually reaches staggering total. 

This, along with recent demonstration 
of television on six-foot screen, which 
would indicate adaptability to theater 
programs, makes television question of 
paramount importance to Equity. Ore 
ganization realizes this, and intends to - 
take steps before new field gets beyond 
control, as did the talkies, 

Rulings on television acting have been 
contemplated by Equity for several 
months now, altho nothing definite has 
as yet been done. Officials state defi- 
nitely, however, that something will be 
done in the near future. Even now 
Equity members are not allowed to make 
television broadcasts free for the alleged 
pubiicity involved. 


Cast Wins ‘Subway Express’ Arb 


NEW YORK, June 27.—Cast of road 
company of Subway Erpress won two- 
eighths week salary from Brandts in 
arbitration this week. Case has been 
hanging fire since early spring, and 
hinged on late notice of closing given by 
Brandts. Equity Council decided against 
managers and latter forced arbitration. 


Cake Line? 


NEW YORK, June 29.—Big dis- 
play window at 45th and Broadway, 
formerly used to demonstrate man- 
ufacture of brand of cigarets, now 
being turned into demonstration 
flash for doughnut-making and 
sealed coffee. 

Sign on window says that place 
will open July 6, and that dough- 
nuts and coffee will be served. Neg- 
lects to say whether they'll be free, 
but some of the boys, hoping for 
the best, have formed in line al- 
ready. 
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HE theater, while in some ways the 
most easily fooled of industries, is 
in other ways the most skeptical. 

Current crazes, such as the now happily 
defunct blackout craze, manage to sweep 


it off its feet. Managers band together 
with a blowing of silver trumpets to do 
away with the ticket broker menace, and 
pick to lead them a man whose only ex- 
perience with theater tickets has been 
at the receiving end of a customer's stub. 
And, conversely, when a group like the 
TPROA start a campaign like their pres- 
» ent “S. O. S.” rampage, the theater as a 
* whole looks on somewhat skeptically and 
says, “You'll have to show us.” 

The attitude of the theater may be 
right—at least partially. At the start of 
things it did look as tho the TPROA 
were biting off more than it could chew. 
It looked as tho it might be raising 2 
clamor for legit. return that it would 
never be able to satisfy, and so leave the 
theater in a worse state than when it 
picked it up. It looked, in short, as tho 
TPROA were quite possibly hitching up 
the cart to pull the horse. 

But by this time the press agents 
should have put all doubts to rest—and 
all doubters, too. It may be that their 
effort will end unsuccessfully—one never 
ean tell in things theatrical—but at 
least they’re going at it in the right way. 
Along with the clamor that they are 
raising on the road for the return of 
legit, they are simultaneously canvassing 
the managers for a list of shows to 
satisfy that clamor. And to date they 
claim to have 30 or 40 shows promised. 
More could be used, but that’s certainly 
enough to start in on. 

The TPROA keynote of guaranteed 
audiences for guaranteed plays is the 
best possible note that could have been 
struck. The horrors of the road have 
never been apparent to such an organi- 
zation as the Theater Guild, which, in 
some seasons, more than made up on its 
traveling companies the losses that it 
sustained in New York. And it is upon 
exactly this same keynote that the 
Guild went on and up to success. 

Where the Guild went into the larger 
cities, TPROA stands ready to organize 
the smaller towns—rightly considered by 
it to be the backbone of the road. 
Granting enough guaranteed road pro- 
ductions to send on tour, there seems to 
be no reason why the press agents can’t 
organize the already extremely iegit- 
conscious one and twp-nighters into 
some form of guaranteed or semi- 
guaranteed audience. They’re out to do 
jt, and with any sort of co-operation 
they should succeed. 

The only big stumbling block would 
seem to be the prices of tours. Many 
factors enter therein, and they’re all 
stubborn. TPROA, in organizing its 
guaranteed audiences, is seeking to or- 
ganize on a basis of reduced top prices 
for legit—a very logical basis, it would 
seem. But reductions of top prices mean 
reduction of railroad rates, of stagehand 
requirements and of various other 
things. There’s a possibility that the 
railroad tangle might be fixed up by the 
short hauls that could be arranged thru 
a careful system of routing thru the one, 
two and three-nighters. But the stage- 
hand question has to be taken care of 
by the stagehands. 

None the less, the TPROA’s “S. O. S.” 
campaign is an eminently worthy cause. 
The press agents have thought the thing 
out, and they’re going about it sys- 
tematically. If you've any interest in 
seeing a rebirth of legit, the thing to do 
is not to sit back and telk about the 
stagehands, but to line up with the 
TPROA and see what can be done.

stage. It seems for all the world like a 
look-in upon the stage of 10 or 15 years 
ago, when, so older and wiser heads say, 
such things were more frequent. It is 
an anachronism in this present day and 
age, bringing back the times before the 
movies came to take from legit the bur- 
den of amusing a certaim section of the 
populace. \ 

Alexander Carr wrote it, and Alexander 
Carr is acting in it. He is acting it with 
a vengeance, but that’s his right, for, 
when he wants to, Carr can do some fine 
work of his own specia] type. But, as 
author, he hasn't given himself, as actor, 
enough of a chance. Or, rather, he has 
given himself far too many chances. But 
it hardly matters. Those who pawn the 
bric-a-brac when Carr comes to town 
will like the show anyhow, and they'll 
like the way he does it. Only question 
is whether theye are enough of them left 
to carry it any length of time. ~ 


Fable tells of two brothers of the Clan 
Kaufman—Moses, who has become rich 
and oberbearing, and David, the ne’er- 
do-well, who returns to plague Moses 
with old debts, with justice, and with a 
plan to save Moses’ niece from the dread- 
ful marriage that the financier is trying 
to arrange for her. Said niece is in love 
with the young gent who works around 
the house for seven bucks a week, and, 
needless to remark to anyone who’s 
watched the first five minutes of the 
piece, said young gent is David's illegiti- 
mate son. 

You can fill in the rest for yourself— 
all of the usual dialect comedy which 
manages to be not quite as good as most 
dialect comedy of its type, and al] of 
the pathos and sentimentality as poor 
drunken David stands up for the right 
and the good and the true. 

The author obligingly provides all 
sorts of chances for the star (David), 
but he also provides them for Robert 
Leonard (Moses), who, in the opinion 
of one reporter, walked off with the play 
—what there was of it to walk off with. 
Morley, the director, continually slowed 
the pace to give Carr all that was coming 
to him in his big moments, and this, 
combined with the general tediousness 
of a plot that was as obvious as the 
wisecracks in a burlicue, made things 
something less than stirring. 


Sam Bennett turned in a good bit as 
an insistent insurance salesman, and 
Jenny Moscowitz was the most natural— 
and for that matter the most effective— 
of the lot as Moses’ wife. Victor Morley, 
director, did the baron whom Moses’ 
niece was scheduled to marry. He had 
a German name, and Morley did him as 
a cross between a Frenchman and an 
Englishman, but it hardly mattered. He 
was so far from life anyhow that the 
average cartoon count would look like 
something from the halls of Parliament 
alongside of him. 

Waldo E. Edwards was stagey ane stiff 
as the juvenile, and Billie Mae, as the 
embattled niece. was almost unbeliev- 
able. She recited her lines like nothing 


this department has heard since the days 


of the fourth grade. She has been, ac- 
cording to the program, glorified by Herr 
Ziegfeld, and her looks certainly bear 
the statement out. But, continues the 
playbill, she “has selected the legitimate 
stage as a vehicle for a career.” And 
that statement is open to all manner of 
loudly bruited doubt. 

The show, as remarked before, will 
probably be liked by a certain type of 
audience, but that doesn’t guarantee its 
chances on Broadway just now. The 
main kick of this department is not 
that it’s cheap or utterly unintelligent 
Or obvious or an anachronism, but 
merely that it’s unmitigatedly dull.

Bernard J. McOwen wrote Paid Com- 
panions with a glance over his shoulder 
(and perhaps a coy wink) at The Greeks 
Had a Word for It. Both the glance and 
the problematical wink were unavailing. 
Paid Companions is a compendium of 
stale funmaking, a conglomerate of 
would-be wisecracking and old-fashioned 
meller, that takes three acts to waste the 
talents of Cecil Spooner, who is back 
on Broadway once more. 

Even if McOwen had written lines that 
were funny he would have spoiled his 
show by a kind of greed. For not only 
does he seek to enthrall the moderns 
who laughed at The Greeks, but he also 
tries to lure into his catch-all net the 
homefolk who still weep over the wiles 
of a big city. The result, even forgetting 
the dialog, is deplorable. It is something 
out of the Bird in a Gilded Cage era, 
mixed not very smoothly with the 
goings-on which a certain type of play- 
wright insists on identifying with the 
modern spirit. 

While McOwen was looking at The 
Greeks ne was also wistfuliy watching 
the summer trade Or, if he wasn’t, the 
producer was. Said producer is Seecil 
Productions, Inc., who in private life is 
said to be Charles E. Blaney, husband of 
the featured player. 

Paid Companions tells the tale of little 
Lila Vaughn, who comes to the big city 
and is sold for a prodigious sum to the 
surliest of surly engineers. To her hated 
gilded cage comes her small-town lover, 
and the rest of the opus concerns itself 
with ways and means of retrieving Lila 
for Love, Marriage and Decency. The 
retrieving is done mainly by Pat Harford 
(Miss Spooner), who tells the hay- 
encumbered Romeo what's what. Sur- 
prisingly enough, he rallies nicely, and 
with grand words concerning the Mission 


‘of Love pouring from his startled lips 


vows that he’ll marry little Lila anyhow. 
But the engineer, who in this case 
clearly didn’t forsee the wreck, starts a 


fight with him and gets a shot in the 
head from Lila for his pains. There is 
much merry-making over the body, and 
when the inevitable detective appears 
he is told by the resourceful Pat that 
the whole thing was suicide. He swal- 
lows the explanation whole, probably 
being willing to swallow anything in 
order to get a long-suffering audience 
out into the hot night air of 45th street 
on scheduled time. 

Miss Spooner is handed almost all of 
what McOwen must have thought of as 
his best lines. The veteran stock trouper 
is always the soubret that she was—at 
least so they say—years ago when she 
traveled the tanks with Ma and Pa 
Spooner and knocked adoring customers 
for long rows of goals. It’s a pity she 
hasn't a better play. She almost man- 
ages to breathe life even into this one. 

Don Costello, as the home-town swain, 
is supposed to live in a YMCA, and Lee 
Smith, as Lila, has grand red hair. 

Georgine Cleveland completes the tri- 
angle of McOwen’s playgirls. This de- 
partment expressed an opinion of her 
when she appeared a little eartier this 
season in Right of Happiness, and there's 
no use in being an old meanie. Suffice 
it to say that she hasn't changed. 

Hal Clarendon played the nasty engi- 
neer who, by the way, was supposed to 
have just returned from building bridges 
in Africa. If the old song is to be 
believed, then “engineers have leather 
ears.” In the case of Paid Companions, 
it's too bad that the entire audience 
couldn't have been so equipped.

Another Ken, Maynard Western that 
does not offer anything original in its 
story construction, but still has plenty 
of fast action, interest and a bit of 
comedy. Ken Maynard favorites will like 
this one as well, if not better, than the 
usual Maynard story, and it is nicely 
played, with a supporting cast including 
Virginia Browne Fair, Frank Mayo, 
Charles King, Robert Hymans, Irvin Ba- 
con, Lafe McKee and Ethan Allen. 

Phil Rosen has done a nice bit of di- 
rection, keeping his action at a fast pace, 
while the dialog is handled at a speedier 
tempo than in most Western stories. 
Story, by Ford Beebe, deals with a Texas 
ranger who is summoned home by his 
dad to help him catch a gang of cattle 
rustlers. Father suspects another old 
cattleman, while the cattleman suspects 
the father. They discover that it is 
neither one or the other of these two 
men, and when they meet to discuss the 
thieving they are both killed by the real 
rustler, a saloon keeper, who makes the 
double killing look as if the supposed 
enemies had killed each other.

Another Russian propaganda film that 
shows the excellent photographic beauty 
of these Russian films, yet speaks the 
same message as the many of them that 
have been presented at this house before. 
While this one is mostly of interest to 
those whose political tendenciés lean 
towards the Soviet, it has still been 
Nicely directed by A. Kordium and tells 
its story more coherently than the 
average Russian production. 

The direction in spots reminds one 
at times of Ejisenstein’s Potemkin, the

Of course, there is 
much symbolism thruout and, several 
scenes border upon the impressionistic, 
but there is more story to follow in this 
film than in the average run. 

Story is historical and deals with the 
rise of the Reds in Odessa in 1918, when 
the French fleet was sent to the seaport 
town to defend French factories there. 
But the men on the French ships see 
the brutal manner in which the workers 
are treated, and when they are ordered 
to their guns to protect the aristocrats 
they refuse to fire and the French fleet 
steams for France, leaving the Reds in 
charge of the situation.

Based on Zoe Akins’ stage play, Daddy 
Goes a-Hunting, that served Marjorie 
Rambeau as a starring vehicle some 
years ago, brought to the screen with 
Eleanor Boardman in the Rambeau role, 
this one turns out to be very tepid 
drama, an inordinately slow-moving 
piece. Director Edward Goodman has 
seen fit to set the dialog at a certain 
pace at the start of the picture, and a 
terribly slow pace at that, and the pic- 
ture sticks to that speed from start to 
finish. The stage play must have had 
more to it to hold an audience than 
has the screen play. 

Its interest development has been lost 
in the adaptation, and, while one prac- 
tiéally knows the finish shortly after the 
start, the time spent in bringing it to 
an end makes it seem almost inter- 
minable. It is purely a woman's picture; 
that is, i® the women can stand for its 
lethargic pace, and that is doubtful.

Geoffrey Kerr, hailing from the 
legitimate, gives a good portrayal to the 
juvenile lead, while~ Juliette Compton, 
Mischa Auer and Judith Wood round out 
the cast competently.

No doubt, trying to hold its supposed 
hits until fall, the bookers of the Warner 
house, the Strand, have accepted for this 
theater several Metfo-Goldwyn-Mayer 
pictures that have either been rejected 
by or could not be placed in the Capitol. 
This is the first one of that type and is 
based on Vincent Lawrence’s play, Among 
the Married, that had a short run on 
Broadway several] seasons ago. 

It is another story of marital infideli- 
ties treated in a semi-light manner, with 
Adolphe Menjou as the usual suave so- 
phisticate, who gives up the one woman 
he desires; tho he has been the chief 
factor- in breaking many hearts and 
severing numerous ties that bind. Leila 
Hyams, who started out in films as an 
ingenue, is being cast in several roles as 
a young wife now, and has such a char- 


acter in this production, getting away 
with it in fairly good style. Norman 
Foster, as her husband, gives by far the 
best and most natural portrayal he has 
yet given on the talking screen. Mary 
Duncan is nicely cast as a wife who 
has other affairs and is finally dropped 
by the one man she loves most. Edgar 
Selwyn’s direction—a little too legitimate 
for the screen—is good, however. 


Tho audiences may have tired of 
these stories of marital misunderstand- 
ings and philanderings, this one pre- 
Sents a little mcre than the average in- 
terest by the manner in which it is con- 
structed. It tells of a wealthy bachelor 
who loves many times—finding his prey 
among married women. Tired of one 
wife, who is bored by her husband, he 
turns to a younger woman.

Esther 
Ralston makes her return to the screen 
in the leading feminine role and gives 
a good account of herself. Roland 
Young steals the comedy honors of the 
film as a hobo physician who had seen 
better days. Emma Dunn is delightfully 
cast as the mother of the prodigal. 
Stepin Fetchit, the colored player, who 
found success at the start of talking 
pictures, has gotten so that he jumbles 
his words to such an extent that they 
lose all value. Harry Pollard’s direction 
is good, a scene amongst 100 or more 
darkies near the finish of the picture 
standing out by its good directorial han- 
dling.

Tho changed for screen purposes, the 
comedy is still insouciant, brittle at 
times and nicely played. Miss MacDon- 
ald, who Only warbles a bit of a chorus, 
plays the role in a sprightly manner and 
looks stunning; in fact, better than in 
any other film in which she appeared. 
Victor McLaglen also gives a surprising- 
ly good performance in a role that is 
thoroly foreign to his usual style of 
work. Of course, Roland Young is 
superb—the role of the inebriate Eng- 
lish nobleman is just cut to his measure 
and Young wears it in his usual ex- 
cellent style. Alfred Werker has done a 
nice piece of direction, bringing out all 
of the subtle humor of the Kummer ve- 
hicle.

Irk Ad Men 


Agents argue publishers 
should pay for each title 
announced over air 


NEW YORK, June 29.—Ad- 
vertising agents handling radio 
accounts have concluded that a 
popular song is merchandise as 
much as cheese or perfume and 
that radio advertising accorded it 
should be paid for with cash on 
the line. The agents figure that 
thru including current song titles 
in their radio announcements over 
local and national hvokuvs they ere 
giving away millions of dollars’ worth of 
free advertising to popular music pub- 
lishers. 

Already several have begun to eliminate 
titles wherever it is possible without 
weakening programs. One ruse now in 
effect is to have an orchestra follow an 
announcement by Jumping into one or a 
series of tunes without any mention of 
the title or titles. Agents argue that 
publishers should be willing to pay a 
certain amount for each title announced, 
which would be used to reduce the cost 
of the original advertiser’s programs. 

Publishers are putting up a squawk 
over the stunt pulled by the agents and 
label it a cheap racket. The squawk, 
however, doesn’t harmonize with the 
complaints publishers have been airing 
from time to time to the effect that radio 
has been killing off their sales thru too 
much repetition. Publishers maintain 
now that if the advertising agents elimi- 
nate titles wherever possible, which will 
be plenty, radio “plugging” will lose most 
of its advertising value for music men, 
which it appears is just what the agents 
are out to accomplish, unless publishers 
are willing to kick in for the service. 

Up to the present writing the agents 
have been successful in omitting titles 
of songs used by orchestra, but they can’t 
kill the title when a vocalist goes on the 
air, ever tho the announcer doesn’t 
mention the title. The singer gets it 
across when he does the chorus. It is 
reported that the ultimate aim of some 
advertising agents is to make publishers 
pay for the privilege of having tunes used 
on programs. 

Just now the radio-music situation is 
in a mess. Publishers want radio sta- 
tions to pay more money for the use of 
their numbers, singers are asking pub- 
lishers to pay for “plugging” on the air, 
and now come the advertising agents 
bent on making publishers come across 
for the valuable advertising they have 
been getting gratis for years.

ANDY sales on tent-show companies 
were not inaugurated for the purpose 
of giving exercise to several members 

of the company or toentertain the folks 
out front with. However, after looking 
at the candy pitch on several attractions 
recently, one would think that that was 
the idea. Candy sales are operated as a 
source of revenue; at least, they should 
be. It is now an integral part of the 
tent-show business, and should be oper- 
ated as such. 


There is money in candy. If there 
were not, every tent show on the road 
would not be selling it. However, the 
majority of the shows are allowing prof- 
its to slip their mitts by carelessly 
conducted sales. A hurried, unintelligible 
opening, a dash thru the top by the 
candy butchers, with little or no prize 
flash for the audience to get a peek at, 
and the thing’s all over. 

* * . 

You'd be surprised at the extra shekels 
than can be garnered by a brief, intelli- 
gent opening, that all can understand; 
butchers ‘that know how to sell their 
wares, and by a neatly arranged flash 
up front to give the audience the incen- 
tive to buy. You may speak all night 
on the candy itself, but it’s the flash of 
the premiums that really gets ‘em. If 
your candy sales are not what they 
should be, investigate the matter and 
look for improvements to make. It'll 
pay you in additional profits. 


New Brunswick Towns Poor 


CHATHAM, N. B., June 27. — Tent 
shows are having a tough time of it in 
this section, particularly in this town 
and in Newcastle, both on the Miramichi 
River, about five miles apart. Ordinarily 
good for canvas shows, these two spots 
have been hard hit by the depression, 
and business conditions are the worst in 
the history of either town.

DETAILS OF THE CLOSING of John 
W. Vogel’s Big Honey Boy Minstrels have 
been supplied by the veteran minstrel 
manager. It appears that, in spite of 
urusually bad weather conditions with 
which the show had to contend, the pros- 
pect was favorable to a recovery of early 
lofses when the financial backer got a 
sudden attack of cold feet. Describing 
the situation at the time of closing, the 
veteran manager writes: “Of course, we 
had rain and plenty of it, from the day 
we opened until the day we closed at 
Sistersville, W. Va. Naturally, it ruined 
our business. In addition to the rain it 
was terribly cold. It being cold and 
damp in the tent the better class of 
people did not come. The middle and 
poorer classes did not have the price. 
The lot was crowded each night to hear 
the band concert. After the concert 75 
per cent of them walked away. It was 
plain to us they did not have the price. 
We had a real show, a fine band and one 
of the finest outfits ever assembled. I 
did everything that a real showman 
could do to get them in, but the odds 
were againstwme. We did a paying busi- 
ness on the nights we did not have rain. 
At New Martinsville, W. Va., we had the 
first real warm tent weather and we 
stood them up. We showed in Sisters- 
ville two nights, May 29 and 30, to good 
business both nights. Saturday night 
at about 9:15 we had a terrible wind and 
rainstorm. The people became frantic 
and started to run in all directions. I 
did my best to restore order and eventu- 
ally succeeded in assuring them there 
was no danger. I requested all to take 
seats in the reserved sections and the 
show proceeded. Mr. Cline, the backer, 
became homesick and refused to move 
out of Sistersville, but gave myself and 
the members of the company no notice 
that the show would close until the 
night the show closed. He then informed 
them he would move the outfit to Mt. 
Gilead, O., and those that wanted to 
return to Mt. Gilead were welcome to 
ride there in the bus. The entire com- 
pany returned to Mt. Gilead. On Sun- 
day afternoon Mr. Cline sent a portion 
of the company to Columbus in the bus. 
The balance remained at Mt. Gilead, 
and as Cline owed all of the members of 
the company three weeks and four days’ 
salary, they did not have a penny, so 
were compelled to get out of Mt. Gilead 
as best they could, the matority of them 
hitch-hiking it. Mr. Cline stored the 
trucks at a garage in Mt. Gilead and the 
tent, etc., at a barn on the outskirts of 
the town. He left for Hickory, N. C., but 
returned to Mt. Gilead at midnight, Sun- 
day, June 14, and moved the trucks, etc., 
to some unknown point. If he had con- 
tinued we would have made money as 
we were having tent-show .weather and 
in minstrel show territory. I am not 
licked. I am going to organize a big 
colored minstrel show, John W. Vogel's 
Afro-American Mastodon Minstrel Festi- 
val, and will give the public an old- 
fashioned colored minstrel show, such as 
they had in the days of Hicks & Sawyer, 
Callender and the Original Georgia Min- 
strels under the management of Rich- 
ards and Pringle.” 


ONE OLD “NIGGER SINGER” is in a 
class with Mark Twain, according to 
Walter J. Redhill, one of the owners of 
the new edition of the Al G. Field Min- 
strels. It will be remembered that, after 
being erroneously reported as dead, Mark 
Twain came out with the statement that 
such report “was greatly exaggerated.” 
At the time of the Cincinnati Conven- 
tion of the N. M. P. & F. A., Redhill was 
trying to locate some of the men who 
had been featured in prior editions of 
the Field Minstrels. Among these was 
Bob Conn, of whom it was reported by 
various old minstrel performers that he 
had died some time prior to the conven- 
tion. Last Wednesday Redhill had a 
letter from Bob Conn from an Indiana 
spot telling of Bob's desire to be back 
under the old banner. Bob has been do- 
ing well as a black-face single on RKO, 
so apparently this is another case where 
“the report was greatly exaggerated.” 
Gathering of the clan under the Field 
banner has commenced. Emmett Mil- 
ler, “Slim” Vermont and Blackface Eddie 
Ross have arrived in Cincinnati. Redhill

“People’s Forums” is 
many newspapers carry complaint 
against the scarcity of real theatrical at- 
tractions and Mr. and Mrs. John Public 
are demanding to know why they are 
deprived of the dramas, musical com- 
edies and other in-the-flesh shows that 
in former years contributed so largely 
to the gayety of urban summer life. 
“The moving finger writes,” etc. 

Apropos the foregoing comment, an 
interesting editorial appears in a recent 
issue of The Indianapolis News. In- 
cidentally, the editor pays a pretty 
tribute to the Arthur Chasey Players. The 
article reads, in part, as follows: “There 
are signs that the vast field usurped by 
the movies leaves room for satisfying 
public interest in the drama.

All members 
are warned that they must not rehearse 
with or work for either of the above 
members until arrangements satisfactory 
to the Council have been made. 


Revival of the Road 


Of course, everybody in Equity is in- 
terested in the revival of the road, but 
the Theatrical Press Representatives are 
going a little bit too far in linking our 
Mame definitely with their particular 
campaign. Not that we are not willing 
to work with any and every group, but 
plans must be prepared in a systematic 
way. As a matter of fact, the League 
of New York Theaters has appointed a 
committee, of which our president, 
Frank Gillmore, is a member, to study 
this very situation and to propose ways 
and means for bringing it to a successful 
conclusion. It will be seen from this 
that it will be highly improper for our 
chief officer to work independently with 
two committees. Let us hope that the 
time is not far distant when all the 
groups in the theater will unite as one 
to study the question. Disjointed efforts 
may defeat the objects which we all 
desire to consummate. 


Heywood Broun To Produce 

It is quite wonderful to find a famous 
columnist like Heywood Broun so inter- 
ested in the theater that he throws 
himself heart and soul into preparing a 
revue in which everyone will work on a 
co-operative basis with the exception of 
the chorus girls, who are guaranteed 
their minimum wage, but if the enter- 
prise is successful they will share in the 
profits along with the principals. Broun 
is a dynamic force. When he starts 
anything he sees it thru. Incidentally, 
he is the only one who does not share 
in the profits; indeed, further than that, 
he is putting up his own money as a 
guarantee for the chorus. Such an atti- 
tude is truly remarkable and everyone 
in the theater deeply appreciates his 
generosity and altruism. The stage- 
hands and the musicians, we understand, 
are making quite unusual concessions, 
which shows a fine spirit on their part. 


AEA-MPA Arbitration 


The Managers’ Protective Association- 
Actors’ Equity arbitration was only a 
partial victory for our association. In 
the award handed down the arbitrators 
ordered that the MPA should pay us the 
amount claimed for our member, W. C. 
Fields, i. e., $8,000, but it did not grant 
our plea that the basic agreement be- 
tween the associations be terminated. 


However, the arbitrators handed down as 
part of their award that unless this 
sum was paid within 10 days then 
Equity had the right to declare the 
agreement broken and ended. We regret 
to state that we have had many com- 
plaints against the MPA within the last 
few years. Some of its members are 
extremely careless in the way they issue 
contracts, particularly those which cover 
a period of time. They have been mak- 
ing out their own forms without first 
submitting them to Equity, which, ac- 
cording to our interpretation, is contrary 
to the basic agreement. The MPA also 
owes us one-third of our contribution 
toward the American Arbitration Asso- 
ciation for two years. It also owes us for 
contract forms which we have paid for 
and delivered to them. 


Summer Dramatic Class 


We are interested to learn that the 
University of Minnesota Is to have a 
dramatic class during the summer. It 
has in mind a list of productions and 
has engaged two well-known actors to 
give a backbone to the performances. 
While we naturally prefer a complete 
professional company, yet when this be 
impossible plans similar to those of the 
University of Minnesota are heartily wel- 
comed, as it keeps alive in the masses 
of the people a love for the spoken 
drama. 


“Subway Express” Arbitration 

Subway Express Company played about 
26 weeks under the Brandt management. 
On Wednesday, March 25, before the 
matinee, a notice of closing was posted 
to terminate the following Saturday, 
March 28. On that day members of 
the company were asked if they would 
care to continue the play under another 
management in Detroit. The following 
week was Holy Week and so the opening 
in Detroit was scheduled for April 6. 
Nearly all the members of the company 
consented to do this. Those who did not 
received two-eighths of a week’s salary 
to complete their week’s notice of clos- 
ing. The others contended that they 
also were entitled to that amount in 
view of the change of management and 
the fact that change in the cast neces- 
sitated rehearsing thruout Holy Week. 
The Brandats dissented, stating that they 
did not feel that they should be penal- 
ized for providing additional work. The 
case came before the Council. Our mem- 
bers said that if the Brandts were really 
responsible for the Detroit engagement 
that they would withdraw their claim, 
and both sides agreed to leave it to Gus 
Pitou, in charge of the bookings for the 
Erlanger office. Pitou was spoken 10 
over the phone and he expressed it as 
his opinion that the Brandts were not 
responsible for the engagement and so 
the Council decided in favor of the 
actors, The Brandts demanded arbitra- 
tion, which was held June 22, and an 
award was handed down in favor of the 
actors.

Chorus Equity employment bureau has 
a number of calls for models and for 
other temporary work outside of our 
jurisdiction.

Recently one of Our members called 
on us to place a claim for two weeks’ 
salary against a company with which she 
had been rehearsing for two weeks as a 
principal and from which she had been 
dismissed without compensation. Prin- 
cipals of the company had waived the 


bond, there was no chorus because the 
Chorus Equity had forbidden its mem- 
bers to rehearse with the company until 
a bond was posted. 

Only a few days before this same young 
lady, who is a Chorus Equity member, 
had called at the office to register a 
bitter protest against the association be- 
cause the chorus was not permitted to 
waive the bond. At that time she was 
most enthusiastic about her manager, as 
he was giving her an opportunity to play 
an important part. Now that she is dis- 
missed from the company she is equally 
bitter because, in the opinion of the 
association, she has little chance of 
collecting her claim. 

It should have occurred to her that 
she was taking a big chance in rehears- 
ing with a company, the manager of 
which hadn't enough money to put up a 
chorus bond—and because she had an 
opportunity, or thought she had, to be 
seen in an important part she should 
not have criticized the Chorus Equity for 
protecting its members to the extent cf 
insisting that if they worked a bond 
must be posted. 

The chorus gets no added prestige 
from the standpoint of the audience 
thru working with an unbonded com- 
pany. Possibly certain persons who have 
never had an opportunity to show their 
ability might wish to work as a principal 
with such a company. That is no reason 
why a number of other small-salaried 


people who have nothing to gain but’ 


their salary should waste a lot of time 
rehearsing with a company that may not 
be able to pay salaries.

Charles Otto, manager of the Er- 
langer, where the Street players gave 
stock, says he is negotiating in an en- 
deavor to have some one else produce 
stock at the Erlanger, but so far no de- 
cisions have been made. 
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Celebrated Picture House Manager 
Sets Up His Own Court of Justice 


ANAGERS of chain-operated picture 

houses are always eager to supply 

home offices with data on victories in 
connection with itinerant competition. Be- 
ing humans, and therefore interested in 
their own aggrandizement, this self-exploita- 
tion is, naturally enough, regarded as that 
kind of braggadocio which is a form of 
virtue rather than of vice. Sometimes, how- 
ever, these managers, feeling themselves 
part and parcel of an intricate, mammoth 
national system, become over ambitious in 
reporting their progress to headquarters. In 
seeking to win approval, and with it mone- 
tary favor, they sometimes fill the inter- 
change mails with infamous rubbish. Rub- 
bish is the word. 

A dispatch appearing in “The Last 
Word,” Fox Theaters’ organ, comes out of 
Stevens Point, Wis., trom the manager ot 
the Fox Lyric Theater, wherein it is stated 
that when a tent show applied to the city 
council for a permit to exhibit, manager in 
question, apprised of the request for a per- 
mit, appealed to the community spirit ot 
council members and the license was not 
granted. 

Manager pointed out that “the Fox thea- 
ter presented the best in entertainment, and 
that it was hardly fair to further burden the 
theater for the sake of a few dollars gained 
by the permit.” 

Just where “community spirit” enters 
the equation is not clear. A picture house 
is, of course, part of a community, but only 
in its physical aspects. Moreover, Clara 


Bow can’t step from the local screen to buy , 


a gown in the local Bon Ton shop, but tent 
show personnel purchase plenty. 


Just how the manager proved to the 
council that the Fox theater “presented the 
best in entertainment” is not stated in the 
dispatch. It is a wild statement. By what 
process of thought this theater set itself up, 
ihru its managerial spokesman, as the high- 


all in entertainment (as played against “tent 
shows”) escapes our imagination at the 
moment. Much of the Hollywood output 
is worthy and ranking, but by the same 
token much of it is not. The statement is 
not alone wild—it is tainted with bias. The 
tent show manager should have been given 
the chance to make as wild a claim. Was 
he given this chance? 


But the real issue lies in the statement 
that “it was hardly fair to further burden 
the theater for the sake of a few dollars 
gained by the permit... On what ground 
does the manager base his reasoning that 
an injustice is done if a permit is issued to 
a tent show? And as for further “burden- 
ing” the theater—it must occur to a sound 
person that here is a bit of inconsistency. 
If a theater presents “the best in entertain- 
ment” house managers shouldn't fear com- 
petition. Or was the manager not too cer- 
tain of the truth of the blurb he impinged 
on the city council. If he fears competition 
ihere’s nothing he can do about it save stick 
to his doilies and improve the pattern. Of 
course the word “fair” is peculiarly elastic. 
It depends on who uses it. 


Finally, there is the statement of the 
“few dollars gained by the permit.” We 
wonder how this was received by the city 
council. What was its reaction? More- 
over, it should be pointed out to the man- 
ager that the fees involved in issuance of 
licenses have nothing to do with the case 
at all. In other words, would the attitude 
of the manager have been different if the 
fee ran, say, into four figures? It is sub- 
mitted that were this the case we think the 
manager would still stick to his guns, save 
that the dispatch would read: “EVEN for 
the sake of a THOUSAND dollars.” : 

Summary: Do unto the other fellow 


what he is not likely to do unto you—but 
do it first anyway. 


Educational Institutions Rally 
To Support of Legitimate Stage 


RAMATIC departments of the various 
universities are evincing keener inter- 
est in producing this summer than 

ever before. Theatrical activities have ex- 
panded, for example, at Yale, University of 
Wisconsin, University of Minnesota and 
several other institutions of learning to a 
degree hitherto unknown. 

Extraordinary endeavor has been excited 
by the widely published reports and discus- 
sions concerning the stifling of the legiti- 
mate theater by the big movie interests. 
The recognized educational value of the 
legitimate stage, of course, is the motivating 
cause of the new awakening of the pro- 
fessors. In any event, it is a cheering sign. 

This spreading of appreciation of what 
the living, speaking stage means to the cul- 
ture of the nation is manifested in a com- 
munication on the subject received from 
Harry L. Dixson, of Northfield, Minn. He 
Says concerning the unusual activities at the 
Minnesota University: 

“It would seem our educational institu- 
tions are going in stronger for the drama. 
This situation at the University means a lot 
more than appears on the surface. Summer 
school is not for the regular student body, 
but for teachers and others who wish to 
gain a little more knowledge in some par- 
ticular subiect. An enrollment of 5,000 is 
expected, so you can see the old drama will 
get quite a boost. At the end of the course 


these students will scatter to the four winds, 
and you may be’sure many of them will take 
the drama idea with them and use it in their 
home towns or wherever they go. I believe 


them. 


our theater will really come back thru our 
amateurs by way of the schools, colleges 
and little theaters. It may be a little high- 
brow, but it is not trash or the obscene that 
will be presented, and the so-called sophis- 
ticated drama will be thrown into the dis- 
card where it should have been long ago.” 


Geraghty Not Using Effective 
Tactics in Drive Against Gyps 


HILE the sincerity of License Com- 

missioner James F. Geraghty in his 

clean-up drive of the Broadway agent- 
ing and booking field is not doubted, we 
cannot hide our disappointment over the 
undisputable fact that the real gyps are 
making rings around the commissioner and 
his subordinates. Small.fry who are en-_ 
gaged in practices that are shady but not 
inimical to the public welfare are the only 
ones who have been caught in Commissioner 
Geraghty’s net thus far. The real male- 
factors are getting a load of laughs out of 
the ill-conducted drive. When they are not 
taking time out for laughing the big shots 
in the gyp fraternity are putting over the 
same raw deals that caused Commissioner 
Geraghty to launch his drive. 


When you are fighting guerrillas, you 
must fight in their style or be shamefully 
beaten. In his onslaught against the gyps 
Commissioner Geraghty shoots his missiles 
from an unprotected promontory while the 
booking and agenting racketeers forestall 
every advance from ambush. The License 
Department permits its men to become 
hopelessly involved in ‘technicalities and 
harassing loopholes of the law while the 
gyps employ the same means to escape 
detection. 


If Commissioner Geraghty sets out to 
get the gyps by hook or crook his drive will 
be a success. If he continues to tread cau- 
tiously while the malefactors carry on just 
as energetically as before, his drive will 
make conditions worse rather than improve 
If local ordinances hinder Com- 
missioner Geraghty from carrying out his 
duty it is up to him to call the attention of 
the city fathers to this condition. A con- 
scientious public official does not permit ill- 
adapted laws to hinder him from carrying 
out his dyty as he sees it. Even if he should 
overstep his bounds frequently in bringing 
gyps to the bar of justice and eventually 
driving them out of business, Commissioner 
Geraghty will receive the approbation of the 
public; particularly those engaged in the 
theatrical business. 


Mosf of the gyps who have not yet been 
asked to account for shady deals in which 
they have been involved and against whom 
complaints have been filed with the License 
Department boast that they will always 
escape judgment by the department. They 
state that the department’s investigators 
are their'“pals” and that any move made 
against them by Commissioner Geraghty 
will be forestalled by the interference of 
their “pals,” who will quash complaints 
with favorable reports. The commissioner 
might look into this angle. If true it is a 
pretty serious proposition and explains very 
clearly why gyps have been permitted to 
flourish on Broadway and its environs ali 
these years. 


No matter how he does it or how long 
it takes, all honest showmen and perform- 
ers are looking forward to some real action 
on the part of Commissioner Geraghty. His 
men know who the real gyps are. It is up 
to them, awakened by some prodding by 


their superior, to kick them out of the 
business. 
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“Billed Like a Circus’”—Alas! 
Editor The Billboard: 


The discussion concerning leapers, old- 
time circuses and the future of the 
small circus has made The Billboard’s 
letter page one of the most interesting 
of all departments in the magazine. 

There is one matter which most of the 
writers seem to overlook, and that is the 
failure of the circus, particularly the 
small circus, to attract patronage com- 
mensurate with the “nut.” In spite of 
generally good performances, many cir- 
cuses fold up each year, the owner hav- 
ing lost a bankroll. 

This lack of patronage is blamed on 
everything from the movies to the 18th 
amendment, yet the truth is that it is 
the result of the failure of circus adver- 
tising men to keep pace with the times, 
Up to 10 years ago the arrival of a circus 
in town advertised itself. The rumble 
of big wagons as they rolled across town 
from runs to lot attracted attention and 
reminded everybody that it was circus 
day. Huge red wagons, horses, cages, 
elephants, and then the big parade, with 
its inevitable runaway horses and general 
excitement got the whole town worked 
into a lather of excitement and antici- 
pation by matinee time. 

Today the small motorized circus rolls 
into town about the time most people 
are getting up. Gone is the rumble of 
the big wagons, the clatter of horses’ 
hoofs on pavements. Rolling into town 
on rubber, the circus makes its way to 
the lot and goes about its business with- 
out noise or excitement. Half the towns- 
folk forget there is a circus in town A 
dozen big moving vans, bigger than any 
circus truck, roll thru town every day. 
Giant busses are common. So none of 
the circus wagons attract any attention. 
The old-time steam calliope is gone, the 
parade is a thing of the past. When the 
band comes cut in front of the top at 
1:15 to play it isp’t heard as far away 
as is the loudspeaker in front of the 
radio store. 

People have become blase to noise, size 
and color. The circus once was the big- 
gest thing in town. Today it is just a 
group of trucks—a few among the thou- 
sand or more that roll around town every 
day. 

The opening of a bootblack parlor or a 
coffee shop in Hollywood calls out more 
showmanship than you can find in bally- 
hooing any circus except two or three of 
the biggest ones on the road today. I 
recently visited a small circus. An auc- 
tion sale two blocks away attracted a 
bigger crowd than the circus matinee’ 
Yet they have auctions every Saturday. 
The circus manager declared that farm- 
crs were too busy to come to the mati- 
nee. But crowds of them stood around 
the radio store to hear the ball game 
broadcast. 

I have visited a dozen or more small 
and medium-sized circuses in the last 
two years, and in every town I found 
people who in the middle of the after- 
noon of circus day didn't realize a circus 
was in town. Call them dumb town-guys 
if you will, but the fact remains that I 
haven't seen anything new in circus pro- 
motion ideas in 10 years. Yet newspapers, 
picture shows, retail merchants, filling 
station owners have adopted and used a 
dozen or more real attention-getting 
ideas that bring the crowds. 

“Billed like a circus” used to mean 
that the entire country was excited 
about the coming of a circus. Today it 
means that a lot of old-fashioned press 
stories have been planted—in waste 
baskets—and that side-street barns have 
been covered with dates and type stands, 
and perhaps a few heralds thrown out. 

The circus which once set the pace in 
advertising has been outstripped by the 
lowly retailer. Let present-day circus 
men hire some real exploitation men, 
one man for each circus. Let them think 
up some real ideas to let people know 
that a circus is in town. They really 
don’t have to think up new ideas. Let 
them borrow a few ideas from business. 
And when I say new ideas I don’t mean 
lecturing at Rotary Clubs!

The American 
vaudeville taste fs not strictly English 
but international. Americans wish to 
see bills as they are shown at the Em- 
pire, Paris; Winter Garden, Berlin, etc. 
Music halls such as these are flourishing 
for a decade, with 10 or 12 international 
acts on their programs. 

The undersigned had a chat with J. 
P. Kennedy (1928) in Paris with regards 
to this question. Kennedy at the time 
was interested in appointing an unprej- 
udiced European representative. In my 
opinion, if RKO would take the trouble 
of importing as many European acts for 
its circuit as American acts now flood- 
ing Europe, vaudeville performgnces on 


your side of the pond would ho more 
lack international spice The whole 
trouble lies in the organization. Too 


much graft. Eighteen months ago Ben 
Piazza wrote me to send acts “certain 
of success” to America—quite a jump— 
en speculaticn. However, quality acts 
good enough to play RKO Time can find 
plenty of work in Europe and wouldn't 
think of going over to New York on spec. 
Replying to Piazza’'s offer I wired RKO: 
“Shall discontinue offering terms your 
circuit until guaranteed minimum of 10 
weeks. These acts refuse to travel 3,000 
miles on speculation and I don’t blame 
them.” 

That RKO sends a special booking 
agent to Europe every year or so doesn’t 
mean a thing. An international ex- 
change of acts should be organized. Then 
vaudeville executives in the United 
States wouldn’t have to ponder about 
cutting down the number of acts and 
playing films.

Transporting ‘the Circus 


Editor The Rillboard: 

Why is it, I wonder, that if a man gets 
an idea he seems ‘to think that his is 
the only practical scheme in the world? 
Exponents of the motorized circus claim 
that it will be the “only” kind of circus 
in a few years. Truck shows are the 
modern development of wagon shows and 
the smaller railroad tricks, but that does 
net mean that the Big One or any of 
the Ringling string or, for that matter, 
any really big circus, is going to leave 
the rails. 

Schell Bros. and Mr. Sparks’ Downie 
Show are about as large as will ever use 
trucks. They are slick outfits, as is the 
Frank A. Robbins (Sam Dill) Show, but 
they are only the equivalent of 20-car 
shows. Thirty, 35 and 40-car shows are 
too bie for trucks. They would suffer 
by that complete mechanization. Yet, 
because trucks are the modern thing for 
the middle-sized and smaller shows, some 
think that they will have to extend to 
all shows 

Herbert E. Saier, by his letter in the 
issue of June 6, shows himself to be 
a good showman with progressive ideas, 
but because he sees a comeback for one- 
ring outfits he immediately predicts 
that all shows will slowly become smeller 
until Ringling-Barnum, Floto, Hagen- 
beck-Wallace and all the big ones will 
be one-ring shows! Then again, because 
indoor shows are successful and desir- 


able in the winter some few predict that 
we will go European and have all one 
to three-ring shows housed all year 
round in buildings. 

Why can't there fellows compromise 
and admit the truth. In a few years all 
small and middle-sized shows will be 
on trucks, but the bigger ones will stick 
to the rails and perhaps some will try 
to bring back the parade. There will be 
a great many good one-ring shows. There 
will be indoor shows in the winter, which 
will not be steady running events, but 
merely the same as the ‘present indoor 
shows. All of these far-sighted men ex- 
press good, scund ideas, and these ideas 
are and will be the thing, but why say 
that one type of show or one type of 
transportation will become the only 
thing in use?

His dress is seedy; his shoes badly 
worn. his hat and also the suit he wears 
are old and out of date. His hair shows 
the need of being trimmed, and his 
appearance as a whole is of the “shabby 
genteel” variety.

The movie interests are already letting 
go of some of their holdings in various 
cities, houses that they have leased and 
kept dark to keep out the traveling 
troupe. There is a good chance for one 
Or more tent repertoire shows with good 
bills to play a short season in the State 
of Maine. and the same applies to the 
Cape Cod section of Massachusetts. 

The tourist business in these places 
will prove enough to carry a small, well- 
organized company along. Here and 
there along the Eastern Atlantic Coast 
and in,some of the summer mountain 
towns groups are active, but they will 
have no effect on clean, small tent reps.. 
with good bills and properly dressed 
people on and off the stage. 

A great many repertoire managers have 
never taken full advantage of the free 
pass idea. It can be worked to good 
success in the smaller towns, and plenty 
of chances are open for such “two-for- 
one” ideas as are used in some of the big 
cities. In other words, get people talk- 
ing about the show and the best way to 
do this is to have them see your per- 
formance. Advertising what you have 
to present is the only known method of 
acquainting townfolks with your show. 
If you have the bills, the players and 
the performance, the results are bound 
to be on the right side. If repertoire 
managers work the advertising end of it 
for all it is worth week-stand repertoire 
shows in theaters and under canvas will 
com: back and sooner than expected by 
some folks. This is my way of thinking.

PRAGUE.—An occurrence of an 
unusual nature is that a_ big 
European circus is willing to turn 
over its property to a government 
and municipality, if the owners in 
return will be allowed a regular 
State pension. 

The Kludsky Bros.’ Circus has of- 
fered its animals to this city to form 
a part of the zoo, which, with aid of 
Hagenbeck ingHamburg, is now be- 
ing established. Circus manage- 
ment also addressed a mournful 
letter to President Masaryk and 
present Czecho-Slovakia ministry in 
which it was said that despite sacri- 
fice of health and _ soul-strength 
and slaving of three circus genera- 
tions, they are no longer able to pay 
State luxury taxes, feed their ani- 
mals, pay employees and meet enor- 
mous daily circus expenses. It was 
added in letter that in case Czecho- 
Slovakia republic refuses their offer 
to take over circus, owners will be 
forced to give it up and seek posi- 
tions as zoo or circus proprietors in 
America. 

According to latest reports, both 
Czecho - Slovakia Government and 
Prague municipality have rejected 
offers of circus owners. 


Fire Destroys Part of Side 
Wall of Fisher Bros.’ Show 


At Hubbardston, Mich., June 19, a 
fire started immediately after big show 
was letting out and destroyed about 100 
feet of side wall. Thru work of Slim 
Gomble, King Baile, Oklahoma Joe and 
others, rest of canvas was saved.

Larger variety than ever— 
structure packed for grand 
opening despite opposition 


ATLANTIC CITY, June 27.— 
Steel Pier is open with a larger 
variety of “flesh” attractions than 
ever before. Grand opening last 
Saturday night was a great suc- 
cess and the structure was packed 
despite competition from a major 
circus and heavy billing. One of 
the outstandirg things about the 
pier this year is its number of 
outdoor sensational acts, including a 
parachute jump from a speeding plane 
near end of pier, and a high-wire act 
that stops them dead. William G. Swan, 
daring aviator, spills a new breath- 
taker, an ascent in a glider with the aid 
of rockets. This was first tried at the 
local airport with aviation experts in at- 
tendance. It is declared a new principle 
of rocket traveling has been found, and 
from time to time the flights off the end 
of the pier will be viewéd by aviation 
officials of high standing and scientists. 

Famous Hustrei Troupe furnished some 
thrilis on a high wire without a net. 
This is a European novelty. Diving 
horses are again a feature of the pier and 
a good drawing card. 

A new act recently signed up for the 
season is Ce Dora and his Golden Bowl. 
This bowl is a 16-foot affair around 
which Ce Dora rides in a motorcycle. By 
far one of the most dangerous acts of 
the pier, owing to the location of the 
globe high up over the water, where a 
break in its fastenings would mean in- 
stant death to the performer. 

A number of displays have been set up. 
These include a Hollywood exhibit, con- 
taining several of the outstanding fea- 
tures of last year, a new Byrd antarctic 
exhibit, Indian relics, lamp exhibit and 
World War relics. 

A unique stunt this year has been the 
building of “Tinytown” on the pier in 
the headquarters of last year’s Holly- 
wood exhibit. “Tinytown” is a complete 
village, occupied by Singer’s midgets. 
This attraction has been booked for the 
season and is causing considerable in- 
terest. 

A schedule of five vaudeville acts, 
changing weekly, will be maintained 
thruout the summer. In the first presen- 
tations Baby Rose Marie headed the bill. 
However, all honors went to Mariam Hoff- 
man and Girls in a musical act which 
stopped the show. An unbilled dancer, 
part of the act, did much toward putting 
it over. She should have her name in 
the billing. 

Other attractions also signed for the 
season are Nelson’s Boxing Cats, Jean 
Wiener, organist; Hawaiian troupe, 
champion divers, water circus, air circus, 
and three motion pictures changed 
weekly. 

Steel Pier ballroom was opened by the 
Casa Loma Orchestra.

Hottest Week-End in Years 


NEW YORK, June 27. — Attendance 
records at metropolitan amusement 
parks and beach resorts were smashed 
last Saturday and Sunday as the ther- 
mometer rose to new heights for June. 
Saturday was the hottest day of the 
season, the mercury registering 93 de- 
grees, 4 degrees in excess of Decoration 
Day, and less than 3 degrees below the 
record set June 20 in 1893. Mercury 
reached maximum of 84 on Sunday, 9 
points above normal for June 21. At- 
tendance figures at major spots below. 

Saturday attendance: Half a million 
at Coney Island; 300,000 at Rocka- 
ways; 100,000 at beaches of Westches- 
ter County Park Commission; 50,000 
at Asbury Park, N. J.; Atlantic 
City had largest throng of season; all 
beaches jammed in Boston; League Is- 
land and Torresdale beaches, Philadel- 
phia, record crowds for the season; 60,- 
000 at Long Beach, L. I. Parks hung up 
new records. 

Sunday: 700,000 at Coney Island, with 


all bathhouses, pools at Luna and Stee- 
plechase taxed to limit; riding devices, 
concessioners and side shows made rapid 
turnover;. beach was solidly massed by 
mid-afternoon. 300,000 at Rockaways, 
with Playland host to huge throngs; ex- 
cursion steamers up Hudson River, lead- 
ing to park and picnic points, had rec- 
ord breakers; 100,000 at Long Beach; 
New Jersey shore resorts, from Atlantic 
Highlands to Atlantic City, reported 
greatest influx of the season; nearly a 
quarter of a million was estimated at 
Atlantic City; Asbury Park, Long Branch 
and other Jersey playgrounds reported 
satisfaction with the day’s attendance.

Vending Machine Laws 


The Manufacturers’ Division of the 
Automatic Merchandisers’ Association 
has compiled the following laws and 
ordinances, enacted prior to January 
2, 1931, pertaining to the operation 
and use of legal vending machines in 
the United States. There are, how- 
ever, various local ordinances affect- 
ing cities and towns which have not 
been compiled and if any person is 
interested in a particular location he 
may write the Association Secretary, 
who will advise whether or not there 
is any local legislation affecting the 
operation of legal vending machines. 

The Billboard will present these 
laws in a series of weekly installments 
and recommends that those interested 
clip and file the data as a permanent 
reference.

OREGON 


Vending machines are legal only when 
the person or persons patronizing the 
same actually receive merchandise to ap- 
proximately the reasonable value of the 
amount paid therein. 

“Section 2112. Nickel-in-the-Slot Ma- 
chines, Use of, Unlawful. Any person or 
persons who shall conduct, maintain, or 
operate, either as owner or Owners, pro- 
prietor or proprietors, lessee or lessees, 
employee or employees, agent or agents, 
or who shall play or use any nickel-in- 
the-slot machines or other device of like 
character wherein there enters any ele- 
ment of chance, whether the same be 
played for money, checks, credits, or 
thing or representative of value, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon con- 
viction shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than $10 nor more than $100, 
and in default of payment of the fine 
imposed shall be imprisoned in the 
county jail one day for each $2 thereof.”

in public places, or places of business by 
a person, firm or corporation, in counties 
of 50,000 inhabitants or over, each ma- 
chine, per annum, #3. In counties of 
over 20,000 and less than 50,000 in- 
habitants, each machine, per annum,

“This shall not apply to merchants’ 
vending machines, in their own places of 
business, if included in and taxed in ad 
valorem and merchants’ privilege taxes.”

$200 an acre for the added property, 
which will be planted in timothy and be 
prepared for parking space, from which 
the fair expects to derive revenue of 
$1,000 annually. 

Earlier in the season association com- 
pleted a new steel and concrete grand 
stand at cost of $46,000. 


40 States Represented 
At Fifth 4-H Club Camp 


WASHINGTON, June 27.—With some 
members traveling 4,000 miles to be on 
hand, with one member making the trip 
by airplane, others by bus or automobile, 
and with a total attendance of around 
200 representing 40 States, the fifth na- 
tional 4-H Club Camp held here June 
15-20 emphasized impressively the 
growth of this movement among farm 
boys and girls. The gathering itself, 
the program carried out, the speeches 
made by leading authorities, from Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Arthur M. Hyde on 
down, provided food for thought from 
many viewpoints. 

One was particularly the part which 
these boys and girls and their fellow 
members who sent them to Washington 
as delegates play annually in making 
fairs a success. Another was the em- 
phasis laid by those in charge of the 
group on the lure of the out-of-doors in 
providing these future farm leaders with 
a tented city in which to stay and meet 
during their visit to Washington. Still 
another was found in the words of Sec- 
retary Hyde when he said: “You illus- 
trate the power and unity of organiza- 
tion.” 

Camp is held annually to help rural 
young people to become better acquaint- 
ed with the work and facilities of the 
Department of Agriculture, to study 
their government at first hand and to 
confer with 4-H representatives of other 
States. 


Camp had its social features, but it 
was far from all play and no work for 
the juveniles gathered. Aside from in- 
structions along given lines at the Na- 


tional Museum Auditorium, moving pic- 
tures and the like, trips were made under 
the guidance of persons familiar with 
Washington to Mount Vernon and Ar- 
lington, where the young people placed 
wreaths on the tomb of Washington and 
that of the Unknown Soldier; the Capi- 
tol, various museums, art galleries, the 
cepartment of agriculture’s experimental 
farm and numerous other points of his- 
toric, educational] or other interest. 


At the camp a talkie, The President 
and His Cabinet, was viewed. Elizabeth 
Burchenal, president of the American 
Folk Dance Society, led the club mem- 
bers on folk dancing on the quadrangle 
between the tents; musical numbers were 
featured on different evenings; two short 
plays presented by the club at the 
Museum Auditorium, and one real event 
for the youngsters, the installation of 
Capt. Taylor Branson, leader of the 
Marine Band, as an honorary 4-H Club 
member. 


The first of the winners of the two 
fellowships of $1,000 each, offered by 
the Payne Fund of New York City, went 
to Mary L. Todd, of Clarke County, 
Georgia, and Andy W. Colebank, of Shel- 
by County, Tennessee. They were chosen 
for a high scholastic record, for excel- 
lence in 4-H club work in the last five 
years, for the interest they have shown 
in agricultural and home economics and 
for their promise of leadership in these 
fields. They were not present at the 
camp, but will come to Washington next 
September to take up their studies, made 
possible by the awards awaiting them. 


Try Summer 
Indoor Fairs 


Bad weather aids experi- 
ment in maritime prov- 
inces—use bowling alleys 


FAIRVILLE, N. B., Can., June 
27.—As an experiment indoor 
fairs are being continued during 
the summer season in the mari- 
time provinces. Hitherto they 
were discontinued during the 
summer, with many indoor fair 
people turning to carnivals, out- 
door fairs, amusement parks, cele- 
brations, etc. Very unfavorable 
weather, with a surplus of rain and chilly 
winds, has been a blow to the outdoor 
attractions, but a help to the indoor 
fairs. Economic conditions have not 
been favorable to any class of entertain- 
ment, and an amusement promoter who 
expects to get a normal profit is doomed 
to disappointment. Industrial and com- 
mercial conditions in the maritime 
provinces are very unsatisfactory. 


Under auspices of Sackville Amateur 
Athletic Association of Sackville, N. B., 
James L. McNulty, of St. John, N. B., pre. 
sented an indoor fair lasting a full week. 
Scene of fair was a bowling alley, the 
booths being built on each side and a 
band stand over the pits. A local band 
supplied music for the opening night 
only. Assisting McNulty were Bert 
Ganter, Eddie Johnston, Emmet Burke, 
Ernie Moore, Jack McCarron, all of St. 
John, and all formerly connected with 
carnivals and outdoor fair midways. In- 
door fairs are also to be presented by Mc- 
Nulty in Dalhousie, N. B.; Campbellton, 
N. B.; Edmundston, N. B.; Liverpool, 
N. 8.; Amherst, N. S., during the summer, 
In each case a leading organization is the 
local sponsor, the chief play being the 
raising of funds for athletic organiza- 
tions. Local clubs get their share with 
little effort and expense, the touring or- 
ganization doing the bulk of the work 
and providing all equipment and acces- 
sories, as well as the help, even to the 
building of booths. The Sackville fair 
was the first time a bowling alley was 
used for an indooor fair, the scenes be- 
ing usually rinks or halls. Where these 
are not available or not sufficiently cen- 
trally situated, other quarters will be 
used. Bowling alleys are inactive in the 
summer, hence are available for the in- 
door fairs during this period. A big asset 
is that all the alleys are located advan- 
tageously. 


Wisconsin State Fair 
Finance Pian Approved 


MADISON, Wis., June 27.—A com- 
promise plan to finance the State fair, 
agreed upon June 23 by a conference 
committee, received the unanimous ap- 
proval of the assembly June 24. The 
deadlock over the appropriation appeared 
to be broken and the 1931 fair seemed 
assured. 

The committee agreed to back a bill 
to appropriate $255,000 from the general 
fund for financing the fair and in case 
of a deficit, the deficit would be made 
out of whatever fund the department 
of agriculture might have for that pur- 
pose, the amount not to exceed $50,000. 

Governor La Follette is said to have 
indicated that the compromise measure 
is satisfactory to him.

Arthur Hyde Speaks at 
Indiana Board Meeting 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 27.—Arthur 
Hyde, secretary U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, at a dinner meeting of the 
Indiana State Board of Agriculture here 
Thursday night, urged farmers to cut 
down production as the only sane way 
to increase prices. Meeting, held at 
fairgrounds, was attended by more than 
300 persons, including members of the 
State board, county agricultural agents, 
instructors at Purdue University and 
others. While at the fairgrounds Hyde 
also looked over the improvements being 
made. 

In his talk following the dinner Hyde 
ridiculed efforts to stabilize agriculture 
by the advancement of loans to farmers. 
He said the only real solution was less 
production of those commodities where 
surpluses are piling up. He said that 
other than cotton, which likely always 
would be a world market in this country, 
nearly all other farm products in this 
country should be considered in light of 
domestic market and no effort should 


be made to force them into world mar- — 


kets where they would compete with 
products raised on cheap land and by 
cheap labor. He said farmers should 
recognize this fact and curtail their 
production to satisfy the domestic 
market, with a reasonable carry-over to 
care for emergencies. Until this is done, 
he said, conditions will show but little 
improvement.

In Lancaster they have in the Fair- 
field County Fair what has become 
known as “the big-time fair’ of the 
State.” Dull moments are scarce around 
this fair, which is noted for its cordialit.’ 
and hospitality. This year will be no 
exception despite the economic depres- 
sion. Secretary F. G. Webb is leaving no 
grass grow under his feet. 


A rodeo and horse racing will be the 
outstanding amusement features at the 
Cuyahoga County Fair, Berea. Fair runs 
both day and night, and the secretarial 
duties are ably handled by H. E. Craw- 
ford. 


Many changes have been made in the 
premium list of Warren County Fair at 
Lebanon for its 82d annual event, which 
runs for four days starting September 
22. New items have been added and 
premiums raised. There will be three 
days of racing under American Trotting 
Association rules, with purses amounting 
to $3,202.50. Fair has a baby beef club, 
composed of 60 boys and girls in the 
county, and the 60 Hereford steers will 
be judged at the fair and then sold at 
public auction on the last day.

Paulding, O. Fair has become noted for 
the wide interest it has created in live- 
stock and agricultural exhibits. This 
year running and harness races will be 
a big feature, with special programs for 
the night shows, which will be held 
Thursday and Friday. Fair will run for 
four days, starting September 1. Ment- 
zer formerly resided at Bluffton, Ind., 
where good fairs are traditions. In the 
commercial business world he is a suc- 
cessful store operator. 

A. E. Johnson, secretary of Adams 
County Fair at West Union, reports 
prospects bright for a successful fair this 
year.

Detrick, executive secretary of the Ohio 
Fair Managers’ Association, is the live- 
wire secretary of the fair at Bellefon- 
taine.

Show falls in the 
second week of October, running for 
four days. 


William M. Brown, new secretary of 
Butler County Fair at Hamilton, says the 
board is out to make 1931 the best fair 
ever held in the county. This will be 
the 81st annual event, making it one of 
the oldest in the country. 


One of the best equipped fairs in the 
State is the Great Darke County Fair 
at Greenville. Bert Huffer, long time 
active in the county, is secretary of this 
fair and looks for a good season. 


The street fair put on annually by the 
Loudonville Agricultural Society at Lou- 
donville has become one of the most 
popular fairs in the State. Hundreds of 
people come from distant points, and 
the streets are crowded daily when 
weather is favorable. And even if it does 
rain there are no muddy shoes in evi- 
dence. Fair operates day and night, and 
those in the know will tell you that the 
work of Secretary Andress is the same 
as his initials, “O. K.” President C. F. 
Heyde also takes a very active interest 
in the fair. 


A. E. Johnson has the secretaryship cf 
Adams County Agricultural Society at 
West Union, O., and is leaving nothing 
undone to arouse interest in this year’s 
fair, which opens September 8 for a 
four-day run. 


Music by pupils in rural schools of 
Hamilton County will be a feature of the 
75th annual Carthage Fair, Carthage, O.

2903. The amount allowed to any s0- 
ciety as State aid shall be a sum equal 
to 80 per cent of the first $1,000, 70 per 
cent of the second $1,000 and 60 per cent 
of the third $1,000, paid in cash by the 
society for premiums at its annual fair 
for the current year, but the total aid 
shall not in any one year exceed $2,000 
to any one society. 


2904. The auditor of State shall issue 
his warrant to any society for the 
amount due as State aid, less $100, pro- 
vided the secretary of the State fair 
board certifies to the auditor that such 
society has complied with the law rela- 
tive thereto and that a named amount 
is due the society. The auditor shall 
issue a like warrant for $100, provided 
the secretary of the State fair board cer- 
tifies that such society had an accredited 
delegate in attendance at the annual 
convention for the election of members 
of the State fair board. 


2905. The board of supervisors of the 
county in which any such society is lo- 
cated may levy a tax of not to exceed 
one-half mill upon all the taxable prop- 
erty of the county, the funds realized 
therefrom to be known as the fairground 
fund, and to be used for the sole purpose 
of fitting up or purchasing fairgrounds 
for the society, provided such society 
shall be the owner in fee simple, or the 
lessee of at least 10 acres of land for 
fairground purposes, and shall own 
buildings and improvements thereon of 
at least $8,000 in value. 

2906- The board supervisors may upon 
a petition signed by 25 per cent of the 
qualified voters of the countWas shown 
by the poll books of the last preceding 


general election submit to the voters of 
the county, at a general election, the 
proposition to purchase, for county or 
district fair purposes, real estate exceed- 
ing $1,000 in value. Notice of such elec- 
tion shall be published in the official 
newspapers of the county for four weeks 
previous to such election. 

2907. If a majority of the votes cast 
are in favor of such proposition, the 
board shall make the authorized pur- 
chase and pay for the same out of the 
general fund. Title shall be taken in the 
name of the county, but the board of 
supervisors shall place such real estate 
under the control and management of 
an incorporated county or distzict fair 
society. Such society is authorized to 
erect and maintain buildings and make 
such other improvements on the real 
estate as is necessary, but the county 
shall not be liable for such improvements 
nor the expenditures therefor. 


2909. The board of supervisors of any 
county which has acquired real estate for 
county or district fair purposes and 
which has a society using said real es- 
tate may levy a tax of not to exceed one- 
half mill upon all the taxable property 
of the county, the funds realized there- 
from to be known as the fairgrounds 
fund. 

2910. The fairgrounds fund shall be 
expended only for the erection and re- 
pair of buildings or other permanent im. 
provements on said real estate, or for the 
payment of debts coytracted in such 
erection or repair. 

2911. Each society receiving an ap- 
prcepriation from the county shall, thru 
its secretary, make to the board of super- 
visors a detailed statement, accompanied 
with vouchers, showing the legal dis- 
bursements of all moneys so received.

In connection with this, 
the writer understands the following 
letter of appreciation, written by the in- 
stitution’s chief of staff, was afterward 
mailed to Mrs. Rubin Gruberg, of that 
show company, then exhibiting at Hamil- 
ton, O.: ‘ 

“Dear Mrs. Gruberg.: I want to express 
to you our appreciation for the very de- 
lightful performance and entertainment 
your manager and artists gave our 
children here last Wednesday. They 
came here to the hespital where we 
have about 50 crippled children and 
furnished them music and delightful 
entertairment and gave them consider- 
able time.

Albert Gaston, who for 64 
years made folk merry as a 
clown, varying his funmaking by 
brief excursions into vaudeville 
and as an acrobat, trapeze per- 
former and black-face comedian, 
was buried after a service at 
Campbell’s Funeral Church, in 
New York, June 24. Interment 
was in the Actors’ Fund plot 
in Kensico Cemetery. Clara 
Simonds MacStay and George 
Dukelan, his fellow guests at 
the Home, attended the service.

Gaston, who was the son of 
William H. Gaston and Esther 
Hogue Gaston, was born in Cin- 
cinnati October 20, 1851. His 
parents were nonprofessionals. 
He ran away from home when 
he was 11 years old to join the 
Forest City Circus. He was 
member of the Eugene and Gas- 
ton act that played the Metno- 
politan Theater at Indianapolis. 

He will be remembered, too, by

which included Barnum & Bai- 
ley’s, Ringling Brothers, John 
Robinson’s, Howe's, the New 
World and Miller’s Dog and Pony 
Circus and the Coliseum.

Boyd Senter deuced strongly on a 
varied assortment of musical instru- 
ments, wind and string, with an un- 
billed male handling a piano during the 
body of the act, and then a kazoo in 
the set encore. Senter is talking a bit 
and it isn’t so forte. When playing, 
however, he is sure-fire entertainment. 

Owen McGiveney is doing a new pro- 
tean act for the first time in 18 years 
and it is just as strong and even more 
thrilling than the w.-k. Bill Sikes. This 
one entails McGiveney acting four char- 
acters in an English murder case, pre- 
ceded first by an explanatory newspaper 
clipping via a screen shot. Reception 
here approximated a show-stop and 
brought a speech of thanks. 

Anger and Pair next-to-closed with 
their familiar comedy turn entailing a 
giant male in assist.

Girl and 
three boys open with posing and go into 
hand-to-hand and aerial stunts. Girl 
erabs spotlight with her strong-arm un- 
derstanding and balancing of male trio.

Allan Rogers deuced and had little 
trouble going over. Has a sweet tenor 
voice, an ingratiating personality and 
an intimate, casual delivery. Warbles 
direct to audience, gagging and address- 
ing seatholders. Sticks mostly to pop 
tunes, which is a wise thing, but makes 
a mistake when he uses a Yiddish folk 
song, which he cannot put over.

Up until this morning there had been 
no agreement reached between counsel 
for the NVA, Inc., and the NVA Benefit 
Fund as to whether the actors or man- 
agers should control the club’s various 
affiliations and manage its charitable 
and social sides. According to Emanuel 
Newman, of the NVA, Inc., legal staff, a 
settlement hinges now only upon the 
approval of the heads of the five major 
circuits and Will Hays, who make up 
the “Fund’s” directorate, to the plans 
agreed upon by Nathan Burkan, of the 
managers’ side, and Newman. 

Early in the week petitions, opposing 
Chesterfield and his stand against the 
managers for control of the club, was 
circulated among the Pups, newly-found- 
ed actors, agents and laymen organiza- 
tion, for the signatures of its members 
who also belong to the NVA. Nobody 
seemed to know where they came from.
